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SCREECHING SHELL IS SENT 
BY BATTLESHIP OVER CITY 


City fall of Newport, i. 1, Is 
‘Damaged by Missile from 
the Kearsarge 


STONES FLY FROM HALL 
AND TREE 1S CUT DOWN 


Shriek of the Missile and Its Explo- 
sion Cause Consternation in 
City—Officers Come Ashore 
To Investigate the 
Matter. 


Newport, R. I., July 4.—The screeching 
of a shell that proved to have come from 
the United States battieship Kearsarge 
and its explosion into fragments that 
brokes pieces of stone out of the new 
city hall building on Broadway and cut 
limbs from a tree nearby caused great 
consternation among Newport citizens 
shortly after 6 o'clock this evening, Half 
an hour later two officers came ashore 
from the Kearsarge, traced the shell to 
the.city hall and obtained information as 
to its passage over the city. They ex- 
amined some of the pleces and »pro- 
nounced the shel] as one from the Kear- 
sarge, after which they returned without 
making any explanation. 

From the flagship it was learned that 
the crew was called to drill at 5 o’clock. 
The gun crew took their positions, pointed 
the guns and went through the work of 
firing. A Nordenfelt-Maxim automatic 
gun in the after fighting top went off 
when the crank was turned. Immediately 
all on board were alive and the officers 
were making hurried inquiries. The crew 
in the top deck said that shot had been 
fired, but that it had struck in the water 
just short of the wharves. The officers 
were thereupon dispatched to the shore. 
in order to assure Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son that such was the fact. 

On the wharf a scared party of fisher- 
men were found who declared that some- 
thing had passed over their heads 
screeching loudly. How the shot hap- 
pened to be fired has not been explained. 
The matter will be thoroughly investi- 
gated.

future from their proximity to the river 
bank, 

The commission recommended that an 
appropriation of $3,000,000 annually be 
mace for six years and that $695,000 be ap- 
priated for special work at different 
points. 


WEYLER CAMPS OF ENGLAND. 


Over 100,000 Persons Penned in 
South Africa. 


London, July 24.—A parliamentary re@- 
per issued today gives numbers of per- 
sons in the concentration camps in South 
Africa in June as follows: White, 85,410; 
colored, 23,489. ‘There were 777 deaths 
among the whites in the camps, the list 
including 576*children. The deaths among 
the colored persons numbered five. 


DODGED THE CONSTITUTION. 


Philippine Judges Did Not Swear 
To Support It. 

Manila, June 12.—(Correspondence the 
Associated Press.)—The passage today by 
the Philippine commission of the act or- 
ganizing the courts of the archipelago, 
brought a statement from President Taft 
in reference to the wording of the oath 
of office to be taken by judges. Support 
of the constitution of the United States 
was purposely omittea from this oath, but 
recognition of the supreme authority of 
the United States was included. 

Judge Taft said: 

“The oath to support the laws of the 
Philippine islands, if the validity of these 
laws depend upon the constitution offi- 
cials, is an oath to support laws enacted 
in accordance with the constitution of the 
United States. There has been so much 
Giscussion of the issue presented in this 
form, ‘Does the constitution of the United 
States follow the flag of the United 
States?’ that it was thought best not to 
invite discussion by changing the form of 
oath from that which had originally been 
adopted by the military government when 
the commission came here. 

‘Personally, I think that statment of 
the issue is exceedingly misleading. The 
teal qvestion is not whether the constitu- 
tion extends to these islands, but what 
clauses of the constitution affect the gov- 
ernment of them. In other wonis, the real 
issue is whether congress or the president, 
acting under the constitution in assert- 
ing the authority of the United States In 
these islands, is restricted by certain 
limitations in that constitution which cer- 
tainly apply to the action of the president 
and apply to the action of congress in 
dealing with the state. 

“Now, constitution contains a 
clause which requirés all duties on im- 

rts to be uniform throdughont' = the 

nited States. The supreme court has, 
in a recent decision, news of which came 
yesterday, decided that that clause of the 
constitution does not apply to Porto 
Rico and these islands. The statement 
that the constitution is in operation in 
these islands may thus mean one thing 
to one person and another thing to an- 
Other. Why, therefore, introduce into ah 
oath of office a form of statement which 
Seignt lead to misconstruction? Why not 
follow the old form, which serves every 
purpose?”’

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SCHLEY’S LETTER TO LONG 


CALLING FOR AN INQUIRY 
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Who Will Likely Be Presiding Judge of Schley Court of Inquiry. 
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Washington, July 24.—Following is the 
text of Admiral Schley’s letter to Sec- 
retary Long, asking for an investigation 
of the charges made in ‘‘Maclay’s Naval 
History of the United States:’”’ 

“Great Neck, L. I., N. Y., July 22, 1901. 
Sir: Within the past few days a series of 
press comments have been sent to me 
from various parts of the country of a 
book entitled ‘The History of the Navy,’ 
written by one Edgar Stanton Maclay. 
From these reviews it appears that this 
edition is a thirad volume of the said 
history, extended to include the late war 
with Spain, which the two first volumes 
did not contain, and are in use as text- 
books at the naval academy. 

“2. From excerpts quoted in some re- 
views, in which the page and paragraph 
are given, there are such perversion of 
facts, misconstruction of intention, such 
intemperate abuse and defamation of 
myself as to subject Mr. Maclay to action 
in civil law. While I admit the right of 
fair criticism of every public official, .I 
must protest against the low flings and 
abusive language of this violent partisan 
opponent, who has infused into the pages | 
éf this book so much of the malice of 
unfairness as to make it unworthy of the 
name history, or of use in any reputa- 
ble institution of the country. 

‘8. I have refrained heretofore from all 
comment upon the innuendoes of enemies 


muttered or murmured in secret, and,

therefore, with safety to themselves. I 
think the time has now come to take 
such action as may bring this entire mat- 
ter under discussion under the clearer 
and calmer review of my brothers in 
arms, and to this end I ask such action 
at the hands of the department as it may 
deem best to accomplish this purpose. 

“4. But I would express the request in 
this connection that whatever the action 
may be that it occur in Washington, 
where most of my papers and data are 
stored.

Washington, July 4.—Secretary Long, 
he would order a court of Inquiry to ex- 


secretary announced 
that owing to the extremely hot weath- 
er the court would not meet until Sep- 
tember, and that he would turn over his 
reception room to the court. 

“Will the sessions of the court be open”’’ 

“Unquestionably. I propose to make 
that fact very plain. It would be a great 
mistake to have a secret court. The coun- 
try has the right to know all that trans- 
pires in the way of testimony offered. I 
hope to name the personnel of the court 
tomorrow, and this will give the judge 
advocate and recorder ample time to pre- 
pare a list of witnesses who are to be 
summoned. This list will be necessarily 
quite lengthy and ft will take some little 
time to. assemble the officers here. I do 
not beifeve that the session of the court 
will be prolonged because, after all, a 
great deal of the talk over the Santiago 
oampaign is like the genfi’s vapor, which 
can be condensed into a smal] bottle.” 

“Will Admiral Schley be allowed to 
name witnesses?’ ‘ 

Witnesses for Schley. 

“Admiral Schley,”’ was the reply, ‘‘will 
be afforded every opportunity for the ap- 
pearance of all the witnesses he may de- 
sire. He is also entitled, under the naval 
hes a to be. represented by coun- 
sel.”’ 

While Secretary Long wag not asked 
whether the court of inquity would be 
asked to form and submit an opinion 
upon the facts disclosed by the investiga- 
tion, it is considered quite probable that 
this course will be pursed. Unless the 
order convening the court expressly re- 
quires this opinion to be expressed, its 
report must be.confined to stating the 
facts. 

Secretary Long this morning re- 
ceived a letter from Rear Admiral 
Schley calling attention to the 
criticisms against him which are con- 
tained in Maclay’s history of the navy 
and the innuendos which have appeared 
in the press for several days, and stat- 
ing that, in his opinion, the time had 
now come to take such action as would 
bring the entire matter under the “clear 
and calm review of his brothers fn arms.” 

He asked that the department take such 
action as was deemed best to accomplish 
this purpose. He also requested that 
whatever action be taken should occur in 
Washington, where his papers and data 
are stored. The secretary immediately 
decided to comply with Admiral Schliey’s 
request and dictated a letter to the rear 
admiral saying that under the circum- 
stances he heartily approved of his action 
and that the department would proceed 
at once in accordance with his request. 

Long Sends for Dewey. 

Secretary Long acted without consulta- 
tion with any one and without communi- 
cating the request of Admiral Schley ¢o 
the president. He then called into his 
office Rear Admiral Crowninshield and 
Captain Cowles, ¢hief assistant in the bu- 
reau of navigation, and also Judge Advo- 
cate General Lemley, who has charge of 
the formalities of naval courts. He also 
sent for Admiral Dewey. Although Rear 
Admiral Schley did not ask specifically for 
a court of inquiry, but left the action to 
be taken to the judgment of the depart- 
ment, the secretary decided that such a 
coutt would be the best means of making 
the investigation which the rear admiral 
had requested, and the three bureay offi- 
cers were called in for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the mode of procedure in such 
oases. After his conference with Admiral 
Dewey, who had responded immediately 
to the secretary’s request for an itnter- 
view, the secretary said that he had not 
had time to decide upon the composition 
of the court, but in response to a question 
as to whether Admiral Dewey would 
serve on such a court if requested to do 
so, the secretary said: 

“Admiral Dewey will do his duty.” 

Although no positive declaration has 
been given on this point, it is assumed 
about the navy department that Admiral 
Dewey will be president of the court 
which will inquire into the whole contro- 
versy concerning Admiral Schley’s actions 
during the Spanish war. There also is 
an impression that the two other mem- 
bers of the court will be retired naval 
officers, or at least officers who had no 
connection with the Santiago campaign. 


To Select Retired Officers. 


The selection of retired officers would 
have,a double advantage. Not only would 
they be free from any prejudice growing 
out of*their active connection with the 
department, but they would have no fear 
of future consequences arising from their 
course while members of the board. The 
court of inquiry probably will not pro- 
ceed with its work until fall. Secretary 
Long said today that it would be unfair 
to ask a court of inquiry to convene in 
Washington during the present extremely 
hot weather for the prosecution of an in- 
quiry which promised to be quite pro- 
tracted. 

The information that Admiral] Schley’s 
letter asking for a court of inquiry had 
been received py Secretary Long soon 
spread through the navy department. and 
not since the recent war days has one 
theme excited such general attention. 

Congress in 1895 accepted the principle 
that no courtmartial could be held two 
years after the occurrence during the !n- 
vestigation. This is known as the naval 
statute of limitation, and while it bars 
@ courtmartial relating to the Santiago 
campaign, it does not bar the court of in-

NO FLINCHING ‘FROM FIRE 
FOUND IN SCHLEY’S RECORD 
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Now that Admiral Schley, 
abused, vilified and misrepresented, has 
been harrassed into the doubtful step of 
calling for a vindication from a source 
thoroughly inimical, a few words of his 
early service is interesting and timely. 
Time after time he was under fire and 
with such conspicuous gallantry that 
among other rewards he was presented 
with two gold medals. 

Winfiela4 Scott Schley 
Frederick, Md., October 9, 1839, and in 
1856 was appointed an acting midship- 
man. Four years later he graduated from 
the United States naval academy, serv- 
ing on the United States frigate Niagara 
in China and Japan, after carrying the 
Japanese embassy back to its own coun- 
try in 1860-61. 

Exigencies of war brought officers 
forward very rapidly and he was pro- 
moted to master in 1861 and ordered to 
the United States frigate Potomac. While 
serving there he was present at the oc- 
cupation of Mexico, early in 1862, by the 
combined powers of England, France and 
Spain. When the Potomac was turned 
into a store ship he was ordered to the 
gunboat Winona, of the west gulf block- 
ading squadron, and after several] months 
of service on the Mississippi was or- 


was born near 


| dered “ta tae steam sloop Morutentiets. 


and subsequently to the sloop Richmond. 
He took part in several engagements 
with field batteries along the river and 
afterwards in all the engagements which 
led to the capture of Port Hudson, in

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traduced, Loutsiana, from March 16th to July 3, 


1863. 

He participated in several shirmishes 
and in cutting out; under heavy fire, two 
schoners engaged in supplying the con- 
federates. He was commissioned as 
lieutenant on July 18, 1862, only two vears 
after leaving the naval academy. From 
1864 to 1866 he was attached to the steam 
gunboat Wateree as executive officer 
of the Pacific squadron, and suppressed 
an insurrection among the Chinese coolies 
on the Chincha islands:in 1864. In 1865 
he landed with 100 men at La Union. San 
Salvador, to protect the custom house 
and United States consulate during a 
revolution. He was commissioned a lieu- 
tenant commander in July, 1866, and upon 
his return from the Pacific was ordered 
to the United States naval academy, 
where he remained until 1869, when he 
was appointed to tne United States ship 
Benicia, ara served in her on the Asiatic 
station until 1872. 

He received two gold medals for his 
services and a gold chronometer from 
his native state for rescuing Greely.

SLANDERERS OF SCHLEY {BY CRAZY KELLY’S BULLETS 
SIX PERSONS ARE DROPPED 


Kansas Man, Revolver in Hand, 
Runs Amuck, Leaving Dead 
and Dying Behind 


IN A RUNNING BATTLE 
HE 1S FINALLY SLAIN 


Crazed by President'al Campaign, 
Kelly Was Sent to .¢3ylum—Re- 
leased, He Swore To Kill 
the Men Who Had Him 
Incarcerated. 


Leavenworth, Kan., July _24.—Michae\ 
Kelly, an insane man, today, at the of- 
fice of the Robert Garrett Lunmber Com- 
pany, in the business district, shot six 
people, killing one, probably fatally 
wounding another and more or less 6eri- 
ously wounding four others. He was 
himeelf finally killed by an officer who 
tried to overpower him. 

The victims are: 

JOHN R. GARRETT, aged forty, jun- 
ior member of the firm of Robert Garrett 
Lumber Company; died at hospital. 

MICHAEL KELLY, aged fifty, 
after being taken to police station. 

DR CHARLES M’GEE, aged thirty, 
shot in back; probably fatally wounded. 

POLICE SERGEANT WM. DODGE, 
shot in. neck; wound serious. 

MICHAEL M’'DONALD, detective, shot 
in leg; slight. 

JOSEPH FALTHAGER, 
shot in hand; wound slight. 
Crazed by Presidential Campaign. 

Kelly had lived in Leavenworth for 
years and at different times had engaged 
in minor bustnes@ enterprises. He was 
eccentric and during the presidential 
campaign in 1896 lost his mind entirely. 
At that time he was arrested for creating 
a disturbance and later threatened to kill 
Garrett. He was arrested and adjudged 
insane. Garrett and four others festi- 
fied against him. After a year in the To- 
peka asylum Kelly was released. He had 
been acting queerly again and had de- 
clared that he would kill the filVe men 
who sent him to the asylum.: Daily for 
two ‘weeks past he has been practicing 
shooting with a revolver at the Fort 
Leavenworth range. Last night he drank 
heavily. 

Today shortly after 22 o'clock he ap- 
peared at’ Garrett's office and without 
warning shot Garrett as he sat at his 
desk. Garrett fell Into the doorway and 
Kelly shot him four more times in the 
left breast, through the liver, and twice 
in other parts of the body. Kelly then 
ran to the rear of the compary’s lumber 
yard and began reloading his revolver.. 
Presently he returned and found Dr. Mc- 
Gee bending over Garrett. Kelly, from 
outside the window, shot Mr. McGee in 
the back and he fell near Garrett. 

Exciting Street Fight. 

Then followed an exciting street fight 
between the madman. and polHcemen. 
Kelly dashed through the lumber yard. 
met Ike Healer, a laborer, and shot him 
in the hand. A, few yards farther he 
encountered Police Sergeant Dodge. The 
two exchanged shots as they ran. One 
bullet from Kelly's revolver struck Dodge 
in the neck, but not before the policeman 
had shot Kelly in the shoulder. Kelly 
kept on running and was soon confront- 
ed by Detective McDonald and Officer 
Falthager. McDonald dropped Kelly 
with a bullet in the neck. Dodge raised 
his revolver, but it failed to work, and 
catching up with the murderer he crushed 
his skulll with the weapon. 

Kelly sank and was carried to the sta- 
tion unconscious, dying soon after his 
arrival. Garrett never regained con- 
sciousness and died an hour after being 
taken to the hospital. Dr. McGee, it is 
believed, cannot recover. 

Dodge’s wound is not considered fatal 
and the wounds of the others are slight.

W. C. Cooper represented 
the Savannah strikers at.the Portsmouth 
conference. The announcement that #e 
disagreement between the machinists and 
the company had been patched up was no 
surprise to the Savannah strikers, for 
they had anticipated that a satisfactory 
adjustment would be reached. Victory, 
the strikers considered, has followed the 
radical measures. they adopted to secure 
what they wanted—an increase in pay. 
They formerly received 27 1-2 cents an 
hour, but they will start in again at 
cents. Some ten or twelve of those who 
went on strike in Savannah will return 
to work. Two or three of the men have 
secured work elsewhere, and it is stated 
they will not go back to the railroad. 

Superintendent Gabbett, of the Seaboard 
Air Line, was not in the city yesterday, 
but from other sources it was learned 
that the Seaboard officials consider that 
it was about an even break between the 
company and the strikers in so far as the 
battle for concessions and against them 
Wags concerned.

TO VOTE ON LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Ordinary of Carroll County Orders 
Election on Local Option. 


Carrollton, Ga., July 24.—(Special.)—Or- 
dinary S. J. Brown here has just acted on 
a petition signed by as many as one-tenth 
of the qualified voters of this county and 
has called an election to be held at every 
voting precinct in the county on August 
28th next, and the advertisement is being 
set in the county papers to vote on the 
question of local option to determine 
whether or not such spirituous liquors as 
are mentioned or included in section 1548 
of the political code, volume I, of 1895 for 
the state of Georgia shall be sold in the 
county of Carroll. This strikes mainly at 
the gallon house licensed by the mayor 
and council of Carrollton, which was 
opened up last spring by Paul: Potts, of 
Atlanta. The county, as has been be- 
lieved for a long time, had a valid prohi- 
bition law, but early in the year the pro- 
hibition question was raised and the law 
Was construed by many attorneys, many 
of whom expressed themselves that the 
county had no sufficient prohibition laws, 
but a number of attorneys and others be- 
lieved the laws prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicants, except domestic wines, to be 
good in this county. The mayor and coun- 
cil ordered an election with the form of 
ballot for the citizens of Carrollton, ‘For 
restriction,” or ‘‘Against restriction.’’ The 
result was a majority “For restriction,” 
which, as they construed it, meant the 
licensing of parties to sell ynder certain 


was granted Paul Potts, of Atlanta,: for 
$3,200 per annum, and the bar opened. 
Hundreds of the prohibition element were 
persuaded by the ministers, who claimed 
to have legal advice, that the city election 
would amount to nothing, that the par- 
ties undertaking to sell would derive no 
legal protection from a license issued by 
the mayor and council to them on the re- 
sult of said election and but few of the 
“antis’’ voted at all. The barkeepers at 
the high licensed saloon were indicted for 
selling in quantities jess than one gallon, 
violating their privilege from the town. 
The manager was indicted for selling by 
the gallon, on the idea that the city 
license was no protection to him, as he 
was violating a valid state law, which 
‘could not be affected by this ordinance or 
license. These cases were transferred 
from the superior court to the city court 
of Carrollton, where the city, pursuant 
to an indemnity agreement made with the 
manager of the ‘‘gallon house,’ employed 
attorneys to defend the parties indicteal, 
and these attorneys could not all attend 
the city court just closed, which was the 
first sitting since the true bills were re- 
turned and the cases have not been de- 
termined. The prohibition element becom- 
ing impatient at the outcome of this test 
of the right to sell as exercised by the 
saloon men, there being only one bill 
against any one returned on either law, 
circulated this petition asking for an elec- 
tion on the question.

Bill To Be Introduced in the Next 
Legislature. 


Waycross, Ga., July %4.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Lem Johnson, senator from the fifth sen- 
atorial district, announces his intention 
of introducing a bill in the approaching 
session of the legislature providing for a 
special tax to be levied in Ware county 
for school purposes. This bill will not 
include the city of Waycross in ite nro- 
visions, as this place already levies a 
special tax for the support of its schools. 
The object of Mr. Johnson’s bill is to raise 
more money for the support and better 
equipment of schools in the rural districts 
of the county. As a rule in the country 
the schools are very poorly supplied in 
the matter of buildings and other neces- 
sary equipment for the proper and suc- 
cessful conduct of the schools. Then, 
there are barely enough funds received 
from the state to run the schools five 
months, and this amount very noorlyv 
pays the teachers for that length of 
time, making it next to impossible to 
secure the best talent for teachers in 
our schools. The teachers’ institute held 
in Waycross a week ago recommended 
such a bill, and the people of Ware coun- 
ty generally are believed to favor the 
measure. Mr. Johnson is of the opinion 
that 3 mills, or $8 on the tHousand, will 
be sufficient to create the fund that would 
run the schools in the county nine 
months in the year. This would pay the 
teachers sufficient salaries, so that the 
best talent might be secured and all the 
school property kept up to a degree of 
excellence that is not even dreamed of 
at present.

MANY SPEECHES MADE FOR 
AND -AGAINST QUESTION 


But It Is Conceded That the Majority 
Report Will Be Adopted—That 
the Debate May Continue 
a Week Before Vote 
Is Taken. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 2#.—(Special.)— 
“The suffrage committee seems to have 
the situation well in hand, and after 
two days’ debate no visible impression 
thas been made on their position. The 
speeches, the applause, the demonstra- 
tions by the delegates, all go to show 
that the majority report will have a rat- 
tling sound majority whenever it can be 
brought to a vote. 

The speech of the day for the minority 
report, which goes only to the grandfather 
clause, was made by Governor Oates. It 
was directed rather to the general policy 
‘than to the particular merits of any par- 
ticular method. He took the broad 
ground that the suffrage was not a@ race 
question, but one of individual fitness. 
The convention is not here to eliminate 
the negro, but to reform the suffrage 
by admitting to its privilege only those 
who are competent and fit to vote. He 
would admit some negroes in preference 
to some white men. ‘The negroes are 
too large a part of our population to be 
excluded as a mass. They should be ad- 
mitted to a share in the government. Any 
qualifications should be made to bear on 
both races alike. He denied the consti- 
tutionality of the grandfather clause, op- 
posed the doctrine of heredity and de- 
clared that no man was entitled to vote 
because his father was a soldier. His 
father might have been an unworthy sol- 
dier and he may be an unworthy man. 

Judge Walker, of Madison, made the 
legal argument for the majority report 
and for the grandfather clause. His ar- 
gument was that nothing in the consti- 
tution forbids a state to take out from 
the mass a’select body or group of men 
to exercise the franchise. The soldiers 
and their descendants constituted such a 
group and their fitness to govern could 
not be questioned. The group embraces 
both whites and blacks. The report goes 
beyond this select group and admits all 
others who are of good character and 
understanding. 

“Other speeches were made for the mi- 
nority report by Cap.ain Dent, of Bar- 
bour, and Mr. Banks, of Russell. Mr. Hef- 
lin, of Randolph, and Mr. O’Neil, of Lau- 
derdale, spoke for the majority report. 

Mr. Freeman, @ repwbdlican from Win- 
ston. spoke against all the reports, but 
declared he would go as far 1@ disfran- 
chising the negro as any man. 

Mr. Lowe, of Jefferson, made qa speech 
at the chose of the day opposing the ma- 
jority report in toto and advocating his 
own simple plan of a poll tax He de- 
nounced the proposed registrar boards in 
very plain terms. Under it there were 
certain counties, meaning the black belt, 
which could register all the negroes and 
hold them in reserve to be used by sim- 
ply paying up their delinquent poll taxes. 
As to the grandfather clause, no worthy 
son of a soldier would stoop to take an 
advantage in competing for the right to 
vote over'the son of his father’s slave. 

The debate, while interesting. is felt 
to be a mere formal entertainment. The 
majority willl allow all to speak who wish 
before moving a vote, and a week of it is 
promised. 


DEMURRER WAS OVERRULED. 


Cases Where Complainants Sue for" 
$25,000 Damages. 

Nashville, Tenn.. July %.—(Special.)— 
Jvdge Samuel, holding court today, ovcr- 
ruled the demurrer in the cases of S. A. 
Cunringham and John P. Hickman vs. 
John A, Pitts. In these cases complain- 
ents sued for $25,000 damages each on 
account of a letter Pitts wrote Federal 
Judge Clark concerning their action in 
the Underwcod-Cunningham case. The 
judga held that the letter was not a court 
paper, but a privileged communication, 
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_ 
and, if written maliciously, should be sub- 
mitted to a jury. He held that the letter 
was libelous on its faces. Defendant was 
given thirty days to put in a plea. 

James Murray, an employee of the 
street force, was rrostrated by heat to- 
day, and died before he could be taken 
to the hospital.

The legislature, under the retrenchment 
report, is to meet for sixty instead of 
ninety days, but the sessions may be 
longer should three-fifths of the members 
of both houses concur. The members are 
to receive pay for only sixty days at reg- 
ular sessions and only thirty days at spe- 
cial sessions, but none of the amendments 
are to apply to the first legislature after 
the new constitution is adopted, The sec- 
retary of the commonwealth is made 
keeper of the rolls and no clerk of the 
house or senate is to be made an annual 
officer by the legislature. Attention is 
called in the report to the alleged exces- 
sive cost of other employees of the legis- 
lature, such as pages, doorkeepers, jani- 
tors, etc. 

Mr. O’Flaherty’s resolution caused 4 
fight, but it was adopted by a vote of 44 
to 35. 

Mr. Hancock offered several resolutions 
on suffrage, one providing that the poll 
tax, if adopted, must not exceed $1.50, 
and another against a property qualifi- 
cation.

ASSESSMENTS ANNOUNCED 


Amount Common Carriers in North 
Carolina Will Have To Pay. 


COMMISSION MAKES IT KNOWN 


Second Regiment of North Carolina 
in Camp at Raleigh—Unveiling 
of Monument to Capt. Burns. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 24.—(Special.)—The 
corporation commission notifies the state 
treasurer that it makes the following as- 
sessments of the property of common 
carriers for taxation: Railways, %42,375,- 
679; telephones, $360,307; steamboats, $73,- 
765; canals, $74,106; street railways, $756,- 
360; gas and electric lights, $117,366; tele- 
graph, 924,500; Pullman cars, $98,172; ex- 
press companies, $189,572; water and sew- 
ers, $84,429; total, $45,147,836, the taxes 
amounting to $112,935. The increase in 
valuation over last year is $1,700,000. 

The Second regiment of the state guard 
has 644 officers and men in camp at Camp 
Aycock. Governor Aycock is pleased at 
the large percentage present, it being 
about 90 per cent of the full strength. 
He will inspect the regiment and review 
it July 29th. 

The penitentiary has moved ifts mat- 
tress factory. from the central prison 
here to one of its farms on the Roanoké 
river and sent the convict force there. 
Among these is W. H. Martin, who stole 
$16,500 from the penitentiary fund. He at- 
tracted much attention at the railway 
station here. His three sons were there 
to tell him goodby. 

At Beaufort today a monument to the 
memory of Captain Otway Burns, who in 
the war of 1812 commanded the United 
States privateer Smuapdragon, was un- 
veiled. The base and die are of granite 
and on top is a cannon which was on the 
Snapdragon. The following is the in- 
scription: ‘“‘Captain Otway Burns, son of 
Francis Burns, commander U. 8. Pri- 
vateer Snapdragon, war 1812-15. Born in 
Onslow county, North Carolina, 1775; died 
at Portsmouth, N. C., 1850.”’ 

The address was delivered by Associate 
Justice Walter Clark, of the North Car- 
olina supreme court. The New Berne 
division of Naval Reserves was present. 
The monument is erected by five grand- 
sons of Captain Burns, and was unveiled 
by four-year-old Theodora Waetana 
Wilkens, a great-granddaughter.

TO INSPECT THE 
CONVICT FARMS 


Mississippi Joint Legislative 
| Committee at Work — 


SEASATION 1S LOOKED FOR 


Committee Is in Session Behind 
Closed Doors, and Members Are 
Reticent When Asked About 
the Proceedings—Leases 
and Contracts Up. 


Jackson, Miss., July 24.—(Special.)— 
Some developments bordering on the 
mildly sensational are expected before 
the joint legislative committee appointed 
to investigate the affairs of the Missis- 
sippi penitentiary concludes its work. 
The sessions of the committee for the 
past three days have been behind closed 
doors and the members are very close- 
mouthed in their utterances regarding 
the proceedings, flatly refusing to give 
out any information whatever concerning 
the nature or trend of the investigation. 

A straight tip has been given out, how- 
ever, that the committee is not at all 
satisfied with some of the leases and 
contracts entered into for conviet farms 
by the former board of control, and this 
feature of the work of investigation will 
be most thorough. It has* been broadly 
hinted heretofore that certain persons in 
high favor received more than the 
amounts to which they were justly en- 
titled in annual settlements, and the com- 
mittee will attempt to &rrive at a con- 
clusion on this subject by the table of 
comparative statistics prepared by the 
expert accountant. 

On next Tuesday the committee will 
meet in Greenville for the purpose of 
starting on a tour of investigation among 
the various convict farms in the delta. A 
stenographer will be taken along to pre- 
pare evidence and other data for the re- 
port to be submitted to the governor. 


Will Be Lengthy Document. 

Attorney General McClurg is now en- 
gaged in the preparation of his biennial 
report to the coming session of the legis- 
lature. The document will be quite 
lengthy, incorporating the publication of 
all the written legal opinions given out 
from the office since January, 1899. Mr. 
McClurg has given: out more opinions 
during his incumbency of the office than 
any of his predecessors during an entire 
four years’ term, and many of them have 
been on important legal pojnts. It is 
understcod that he will also include in 
the report a number of recommendations 


‘and suggestions for needed changes In 


the statutory laws of the state. 

From now on the state officials will be 
kept busy completing their biennial re- 
ports. A number of the officers have 
partially prepared these documents and 
will soon have tliém in readiness for the 
state printers. The board of public con- 
tracts will make a special effort to have 
all reports on hand when the legislature 
meets tn Januarw The delinquency of 
several biennial reports, notably those 
of the board of health and penitentiary, 
created considerable friction at the last 
session of the legislature. 

White Applies for Position. 

J. J. White, a promineitt merchant of 
Jackson, has filed a formal application 
at Washington for appointment to the 
position of receiver of public moneys for 
Mississippi. He is opposed for the place 
by Hon. G. W. Matthews, of Hazlehurst, 
the present incumbent of the office. The 
latter has almost the solid republican 
party organization in the state at his 
back, but it is understood that Mr. White 
will bring to bear outside influences and 
his friends feel hopeful that he will se- 
cure the place. 

As yet there has been no opponent an- 
nounced to James Hill, the negro register 
of the government land office for Missis- 
sippi and former member of the republt- 
can national executive committee for 
this state. Charges of negligence were 
made by sub-officials in the interior de- 
partment against Hill some time ago, but 
they seem to have had but little effect, 
and it is conceded that he will be re- 
appointed to the place. 

Lawlessnets at Negro Camp. 

A reign of lawlessness is reported 
among the negro laborers in the Illinois 
Central railroad camp near Byram. Two 
killings have occurred within the past 
week and an almost countless number of 
cutting scrapes are said to have occurred, 
the negroes making the nights hideous 
with shooting, cursing, fighting and 
gambling and residents of the neighbor- 
hood are afraid to approach the camp 
after nightfall. Justice of the Peace 
Fitzgerald went to the scene this morn- 
ing to investigate the recent killings and 
an effort will be made to bring the guilty 
parties to justice. The negroes, it is 
learned, are very non-committal and the 
officers will doubtless encounter consider- 
able difficulty in their work. 

The regular weekly report of the Mis- 
sissippi department of the weather bu- 
reau states that the condition of cotton 
has improved rapidly in the delta coun- 
try during the past week and the rainfall 
has been sufficient for all needs. In the 
southern and central counties cotton is 
fruiting rapidly and in the northeastern 
counties there is some complaint of the 
plant blooming at the top. The rainfall 
was too late to be of any great henefit to 
early corn, but the prospects for a good 
yield from the late planting are excel- 
lent.

Serious trouble has been avoided since 
last Saturday only by the active efforts 
on the part of those who would preserve 
the peace. An appeal is to be made to 
Governor Davis to put the county under 
martial law. There is much excitement 
and many people are leaving the neigh- 
borhood. The lynching of an alleged ne- 
gro murderer last Friday ten miles from 
Osceola, after he had been taken from 
one of Sheriff Bowen's deputies, has 
added to the excitement. 

Upon his return tonight from Lonoke 
county Governor Davis states that he 
had received no advices indicating a 
threatened civil war in Mississippi coun- 
ty, hence he had nothing to say*' con- 
cerning the report of prospective trouble 
there. The governor stated he had not 
been appealed to from any source to 
place the county under martial law. 

A few days ago Governor Davis re- 
voked the commissions of Sheriff Sam 
Bowen and Circuit Clerk C. 8. Driver 
and issued commissians to John.A. Love- 
well and J. W. Rhodes, respectively. At 
the election last September Rhodes ran 
for clerk and Lovewell for sheriff on 
what was called the independent ticket. 
Driver ran for clerk and Bowen for } 
sheriff on the democratic ticket. The re- 
turns sehowed Driver and Bowen were 
elected and they have held the two of- 
fices since. A contest was instituted in 
the courts and the county court declared 
Lovewell and Rhodes elected. The circuit 
court held to the contrary and on ap- 
peal the supreme court of Arkansas on 
July 13th sustained the county court and 
remanded the cases. Governor Davis 
thereupon revoked the commissions of 
the incumbents. 

The report reaching here is that the 
Driver and Bowen factions hold posses- 
sion of the courthouse and refuse to va- 
cate, W...2 Lovewell and Rhodes are sup- 
ported by a strong armed following and a 
clash is expected at any time.

NEARLY FOUR MONTHS LATE. 


Public Deprived of Use of Its Gift

_ The new Carnegie library has long since 
passed the appointed date for completion. 
It was to have been done and ready for 
occupancy on April lst. Since that time 
the contractors, Miles & Bradt, have been 
paying $10 a day forfett. 

The new library should have been open 
to the public nearly four months ago. 
The delay is a source of great inconven- 
fence to the librarians and library pa- 
trons. The fault lies entirely with the con- 
tractors and is in no way due to the 
library trustees, who are as {mpatient as 
the public to get into the new bullding. 

The contractors promise now that the 
work will be completed by August 15th. 
Arrangements for moving the books and 
equipment have been ready for weeks 
past at the present library quarters. On 
this account it has been {mpractical as 
yet to open the library free to the public, 
as its public use would be so soon inter- 
rupted for a certain period by the neces- 
sity for moving. 

Atlanta is not‘the only city to suffer 
such a delay in completing buildings con- 
tracted for Carnegje lioraries. It has been 
the general rule, where such librarics 
have been built. Cleveland, Ohio, espe- 
clally suffered great inconvenience. New- 
ark waited five months beyond the expect- 
ed date before the public received the

From time to time

UNITED STATES  PRAISEE 


Far Their Quick Realization of the 
Dangers of Spitting—Measures 
To Prevent Spread of Con- 
sumption Ure=ed by Med- 
ical Congress 


Yondon, July 24.—The principal paper 
before the British congress of tuberculosis 
today was read by Professor Brouardel, 
of Paris, who urged international !egis- 
lation in regard to the notification of the 
authorities of the existence of tubercu- 
losis and the disinfection and salubrity of 
hotels, street cars and steamboats, thus 
preventing the spread of tuberculosis. 

Professor Brouardel, who is dean of the 
medical faculty 6f Paris, maintiined that 
the disease was curable. He said any 
mearures tending to limit the ravages of 
alcoholism would diminish the mortality 
from consumption and referred to the 
great Ganger in hawking pieces of meat 
in public places and in the sale of milk 
which had not beer examined. Profes- 
sor Brouardel believed these dangers 
could be remedied by legislation. 

Complimented United States. 

He complimented the United States on 
ite quick realization of the dangers of ex- 
pectoration and on its legislation in the 
matter. He declines to accept Professor 
Koch's theory that tuberculosis cannot 
be propagated by the meat and milk of 
affected cattle and has sald that he 
thought it easy to protect the population 
from this contamination by legislation. 

In an important paper on the use of 
tuberculin, Dr. G. A. Herron, of London, 
paid a warm tribute to the researches of 
Professor Koch He said that the preju- 
dice against tuberculin arose from the 
ignorence of those who had attempted to 
use it while disregarding the explicit in- 
functions of the discoverer, particularly in 
efforts to apply it in unsuitable cases. 

The only chance to cure consumption, 
Dr. Herron asserted, was to begin in the 
early stage. The surest method of diag- 
nosis was by the application of tubercu- 
lin. He expressei himself as entirely 
confident that this could not be done with 
absolute safety. ‘“‘Had tuberculin proved 
no other purpose than diagnosis.’ he 
sald, “it would be worthy of the highest 
praise and appreciation.” 

Professor Koch, who was present, was 
warmly cheered, He spoke briefly in- 
doraing Dr. Herron’s observations as to 
the mecessity for caution in the use of 
‘tuberculin. 

Lister Takes Issue with Koch. 


The Daily Mail publishes an interview 
with Lord Lister in the course of which 
the fs represented 4s, having said that he 
was absolutely wnatie t6 “bBelleve’ the 
statement of Professor Koch that human 
beings could not get consumptionthrough 
drinking the milk of diseased cows, the 
evidence to the contrary being far too 
‘overwhelming. 

Sir William Brodbent declined to say 
how far Professor Koch's statement 
might be correct in view of the fact that 
tuberculosis, while generally decreasing, 
was on the increase among children. 

Dr. Edward Neumann, of Davos-Platz, 
the Swiss delegates, said that Professor 
‘Koch was already prepared to meet the 
objections of Lord Lister.

Snapping of Suspension Rods Causes 
a Great Scare. 


New York,. July 24.—Late this after- 
fioon it was ‘suddenly discovered that 
several of the a¥epension rods of the 
north cable of the Brooklyn bridge were 
broken. The damage was small, but it 
caused consiterable of a furore for a 
time, Some excited person circulated a 
Teport that the bridge was in a dangerous 
state, and an order to suspend traifi> 
wpoep the structure was issued through 
the office of Commissioner of Bridges 
Shea. 

Police reserves were called out by head- 
Quarters, and presently the crowd of 
Brooklynites and other residents of Long 
Island, which daily throng the Manhattan 
end of the bridge at 6 o’clock, was thrown 
into much excitement. The car service 
was stopped altogether, as was the driv- 
ing of all vvhicles. Persons were, how- 
ever, allowed to walk to the Brooklyn side 
along the promenade. The congestion on 
the Manhattan side was relieved by this 
rermission, but the Brooklyn ferries car- 
ried thousands more thar. they usually do.

ON THE TRAIL OF LYNCHERS. 


Governor Longino Assures Italy He’s 
Pursuing Murderers. 
Washington, July 24.—Acting Secretary 
Hill today dispatched to the Italian 
charge here, Count Carignani, a copy of 
the report of Governor Longino, of Mfs- 
sissippl, on the recent killing of Itallans 

at Erwin. 

The governor says that {t hag not yet 
been determined whether the Italians 
were naturalized citizens of the United 
States or not. After receiving news of 
the outbreak, he immediately sent the 
sheriff of Washington county, tn which 
county the affair tceok place, to the spot, 
and on the second day the governor went 
trere in person and learned that every 
enceavor was being made to obtain the’ 
names of the guilty parties and facts 
sufficient tc justify arrest. Governor 
Longino assures the state department, 
and requests that the assurance be made 
to the Italian government, that every 
proper effort is being made to bring the 
lynchers to justice. 

A study of the governor’s report makes 
it appear that, after all, the question of 
the nationality of the murdered Italians 
will not be the principal ¢ssue in the 
inquiry. The governor apparently leans 
strongly to the belief that there wag no 
real lynching, but that the affair was a 
simple assassination, and that the men 
were not killed becavee they were 
Italians, but as a result of a tribal quar- 
rel. Should this view be sustained by the 
inquiry now in progress, the case at 
Cnee will lose its international aspect.

Governor of Illinois Refeses and Is 
Roundly Hissed. 


IMPORTED BLACKS ARRIVE 


They Claim That They Were Induced 
To Leave Alabama by False 
Stories. 


Springfield, I1l., July 2.—Governor 
Yates was asked by telegraph today to 
the threatened importation of 200 
Birmingham, Ala., negroes into the state 
to take the places of strikers at the plant 
of the Latrobe Foundry Company, Mel- 
rose Park, near Chicago. Governor Yates 
could see no way under the law to in- 
terfere, and suggested that the sheriff be 
called upon. The message to Governor 
Yates was signed by the following com- 
mittee, approved by a mass. meeting: 
Rev. Cookingham, of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church; Rev. Burlbach, of the 
Catholic church; Peter Bolander, A. T. 
Gallagher, W. L. Lee and Henry Behling. 

Hisses for the Governor. 

Chicago, July 24.—The govergior’s mes- 
sage, which was read tonight by Rev. 
R. T. Cookingham, pastor of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in Melrose Park, 
to 3,000 residents of Melrose Park and 
neighboring villages, who had assembled 
in front of the Melrose Park town hall, 
was received with hisses. 

The committee, which had been ap- 
pointed the night before to confer with 
the officials of the company to see {ff 
some plan could not be agreed upon to 
keep the negroes out of the yillage, re- 
ported no success. It was decided that 
word be sent to President Shaffer, of the 
Amalgamated association, requesting him 
to send men to Chicago ‘> organize the 
employees of the Latrobe company, so 
that they might have the support of the 
association in case a strike should be de- 
clared. 

The Negroes Arrive. 

Carbondale, Ill., July 24.—Two hundred 
and ninety-five negroes from irmingham., 
Ala., including a few women, and accom- 
panied by seven or eight white men, sup- 
posed to be guards, passed through this 
city at 4p. m. today over the Illinois 
Central én route for Chicago to work for 
the Latrobe Steel anu Coupler Company, 
@ part of the United States Steel Com- 
pany. The men were hired with the dis- 
tinct understanding that no striké what- 
ever was on. They claimed to be union 
men and that under no circumstances 
would they take the place of strikers. 
The men, were very anxious to learn all 
conditiens, and when told trouble might 
ensue on their arrival at Chicago, ex- 
pressed’.preat indighation at the pub- 
lished statemant that no strike was on.

quiry. In this case the court of inquiry 
would be effective oniy tn the establish- 
ment of records and would not be pre- 
liminary to a courtmartial. 

An important. feature in the order di- 
recting the court !s that specifying wheth- 
er i¢ shall state only the facts found or 
Shall also give an opinion based on the 
facts. Unless the order expressly re- 
quires the court to give their opinion they 
are confined to stating the facts found. 
It is considered quite probable, however, 
that in a case of this importance the. 
order would direct the court to record 
_ opinion ag well as its conclusion of 
acts. 


Court May Be Open. 


Whether the investigation shall be held 
in open court or not is decided by the 
court itself, unless specified in the con- 
vening order. This leaves it optional with 
the president or Secretary Long to direct 
that the proceedings shall be open or 
closed, but in case no specific direction 
is given in this point, the court will de- 
cide it. When the court of inquiry reaches 
its decision all the papers are forwarded 
to the judge advocate general of the navy 
and the final approval or disapproval rests 
with the secretary of the navy or the 
president, according tu which one hag or- 
dered the court. 

S@oretary Long at the close of office 
hours today said that the personnel of 
the court would be made known tomor- 
row, at which time also the precept cov- 
ering the court probably will be issued. 
Meanwhile there is much speculation as 
to the members of the court other than 
Admiral Dewey. The secretary himself 
says there is no warrant for the an- 
nouncement of any particular name, ag he 
still has the question under advisement. 
He has been making inquiries during the 
day as to the availability of certain offi- 
cers, and it is understood that some’ tele- 
graphic inquiries have been made of those 
absent from the city.

His Voice Was Choked. 


The father had been describing the 
manner in which the family had spent 
the evening of Sunday preceding the 
tragedy. When he came to the reference 
to May’s singin~ her last song tears 
came to his eyes, his voice was choked 
and for a few seconds he was unable 
to continue. Otherwise Mr. Fosburgh’s 
testimony was given in a clear-cut and 
distinct voiece.- His narrative of the dis- 
eovery of the burglars and of his en- 
counter with them was told with rapid 
distinctness. . 

When Mr. Joyner questioned Mr. Fos- 
burgh with reference to the meeting with 
Esther at the depot on the morning after 
the tragedy, and as to what was told 
her, a refutation.of one of the theories 
which have been prominent in this case 
was made by Mr.. Fosburgh. 

‘Esther inquired,’’ he testifled, ‘* “What 
has happened?’ Then Robert put _ his 
hand on her ‘shoulder and replied, ‘Oh, 
nothing!“ Bsther: only papa and I have 
been in a little scrap ‘and he got hurt.’ ” 

“It was not *we havev‘had a scrap?’ ”’ 

“No, sir,”’ replied the witness, ith em- 
phasis. 

She Broke Into Tears. 


Little Beatrice Fosburgh, caHed by the 
government but not used on that -gside 
of the case, was put on the stand today 
for the defense, and was -the first one 
to break into tears while telling the story 
of thé death of her'sister. ‘Her descrip- 
tion of her glimpse of the intruder who 
killed her sister was very dramatic. 

“T saw a pfillo¥v case standing in the 
doorway,” she said; “with holes cut ‘fn 
it for eyes, -Then.I saw the flash. As 
my brother rushed by me I turned on the 
light and cried out, ‘Hurry up, there are 
burelars in the house.’ ” , 

She -testified- that she went to bed be- 
fora May did, She.was awakened by a 
verv loud scream, which came, from the 
back of the house. She jumped out of 
bed and went toward the door. May was 
ahead of her. Suddenly she heard her 
sister exclaim: “Oh, gracious!” 

Witness went on to tell how her father 
and mother came in, and of how Robert 
entered and fell to’ the floor. 

Continuing, witness satd that James 
knelt down beside May. Her mother said: 
‘‘May. is gone.” 

Miss Beatrice also testified that she 
found a brown hat, but she could not say 
whether the hat shown her was ths ono 
she picked up or not. When she saw it 
it was by the bufeau in her father’s 
room, all smashed in like a felt hat, 

Father Tells of Tragedy. 

Robert Fosburgh, father of defendant, 
trembled and shed tears when telling of 
the shooting. He said he was awakened 
by hts wife, that he asked her what the 
trouble was. He eaw what appeared to 
be a light moving in the hallway. He 
raised himself upon his left elbow and 
saw two men walking into the rodém 
toward his bed, one of them holding a 
revolver in his left hand and pointing it 
toward ths face of the witness. Mr. 
Fosburgh sprang vp, shouting, and got 
hic feet upon the floor. He struck the 
men on the muscle of the arm and 
knocked the revolver out Of his grasp. 
Tren he himself was struck with a sanda- 
bag, and he recalled nothing further till 
he got up and went to tha kitchen bed- 
room, where he saw some one standing 
by the bedroom looking out. The next 
thing he remembers that he heard 
Beatrice cry: 

“Oh, mamma, 
burt!’’ 

He then wert back and saw his daugh- 
ter on the floor, her mother by her sido, 
and James leaning over her head. Rob- 
ert, the defendant,. came into the room 
end fell down. Beatrice brought some 
water, and the witness threw it into his 
son’s face. The vitness then ran to the 
front window and cried: 

‘Police! Murder! Help! 
help!”’

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SOME SHOWERS REPORTED 


But They Were Widely Scattered and 
Afforded. but Little Relief. 
Forty Deaths Are Re- 
ported from Heat at 
§t. Louis. 


Washington, July 24.—Scattered thunder- 
showers in the northern interior of states 
in the central west today give some relief 
in that locality from the intense heat. 
These showers, which generally were light 
fm character, occurred in the Dakotas. 
southern Minnesota, northwestern ° Iowa, 
the extreme northern portion of Illinois, 
in Minnesota and in Michigan. More of 
these showers an@ over a wider area are 
expected by the bureau tomorrow. The 
effect, however, will be temporary, and 
warm weather is predicted forFriday. 

In the great corn belt the intense heat 
Still continues and there seems to be no 
immediate prospects of a general rain, 
though the fact that showers are becom- 
ing more general than for some days 1s 
encouraging to the officials here, who 
hope they may be the forerunner of a 
general breakup in the heat and drought 
conditions, although the forecasters will 
not say that this is a probability. For to- 
morrow showers are indicated for the re- 

fon from the Dakotas eastward, and 
here is a possibility of showers in Ne- 
raska, Iowa, northern Illinois, northern 
Indiana and northern Ohio. 

Such rainfalls as occurred today and 
Were officially reported to the weather 
bureau here were not heavy, the greatest 
Precipitation being at Marquette and 
Green Bay, Mich., the fainfall in north 
Michigan reaching an inch. In other sec- 
tions also some rain fell, reaching New 
Orleans, Salt Lake City, Vicksburg and 
Chicago. Temperatures will continue 
high tomorrow in the central valleys and 
in the central west and in addition to the 
jocalities already noted occasion] show- 
ers are predicted in the middle gulf states, 
éastern Florida, the central Rocky Moun- 
tains region and the extreme southwest. 

There are also some local thunderstorms 
in Oklahoma, the minimum temperature 
Iine of 100 degrees today again encircled 
the upper Mississippi valley, lower Mis- 
sourt valley an dthe middle and lower 
Ohio valley.

And Over Thirty Prostrations at 
Kansas City. 

Kansas City, July 24.—For twelve con- 
Becutive hours today the government 
thermometer here registered above 100. 
While the record of 106 of Monday was 
not touched, today was the severest ever 
experienced in Kassas City. At 11 o’clock 
this morning 101.5 was recorded, the 
highest mark ever touched that early in 
the day since the local weather bureau 
has been este#lished. For eleven hours 
after that the temperature ranged be- 
tween 104 and 1041-2. Still there is no re- 
lief in sight, either in Kansas City or 
any part of the southwest. In the past 
twenty-four hours the only rain reported 
has been showers at Hays, central Kan- 
sas, last night, and at El Reno, O. T., 
at noon today. 

Five deaths directly attributed to the 
heat were reported in the two Kansas 
Cities today, with a total of over thirty 
prostrations. Several prostrations are 
also reported from-the country.

Will Do Hazardous Stunts on a Nar- 
row and Lofty Inclined

The Southern Interstate fair has ar- 
ranged to sign a contract with Charles 
G. Kilpatrick, better known as “One- 
Legged’’ Kilpatrick, the daring manipula- 
tor of the automobile. 

Kilpatrick has done some wonderful 
feats with his machine in Madison 
Square Garden, New York? and at other 
places.

WILL USE WON-UNION MER 


Some Have Already Been Sent to 
Wellsville and Trouble Is Ex-. 
pected To Follow—Injunc- 
tions Are Not Likely 
at Present. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 24.—Two moves it is 
reported, were made by the aggressive 
officials of the American Sheet Steel Com- 
pany today toward the breaking of the 
strike. One was the shipping of some of 
the non-union men that have been em- 
ployed in the Vandergrift mills of the 
company to Wellsville. to assist in the 
starting of the plant there. The impres- 
sion is strong tonight that the general 
officers of the United States Steel Corpor-, 
ation have determined on an éarly break- 
ing of the strike and ultimately forcing 
the operation of all the idle plants. 

The second move is the starting of the 
Hyde park plant of the American Sheet 
Steel Company, whose long idleness has 
caused most of the men formerly em- 
ployed there to leave Hyde park. The 
company believes there would be less 
difficulty in startirg this plant 
where the Amalgamated association has 
control. 

The question of the manufacturers se- 
curing injunctions against the Amalga- 
mated associaticn waS discussed guarded- 
ly during. the day. Assistant Secretary 
Lighe said he did not think the measure 
would be resorted to at this stage of the 
proceedings even if it was contemplated 
for a later day. There was practically no 
cause for such a measure and if there 
was, he doubted iff, under the conditions 
that exist at present, the courts would 
grant such orders. Particularly is this 
the case in Pennsylvania. In Ohio, Presi- 
dent Shaffer seemed to feel confident that 
such injunctions. would be granted. Those 
best acquainted with the feelings of the 
manufacturers say there is, intheir opin- 
ion, little cause for believing that such 
measures will be resorted to at this time. 

The shipping of the non-union men to 
Wellsville, has caused excitement 
there which at any moment 
may break out fn to a serious condition, 
Both strikers and officials of the com- 
pany are on the alert and ready for any 
emergency. 

The seeming indifference of the combine 
people concerning its hoop plants that 
are idle, may have its explanation in the 
information received today from authority 
not to be doubted, to the effect that the 
American Steel Hoop Company intends to 
eventually abandon most of its plants 
and concentrate its business in the mills 
now building for the Carnegie Company 
at Duquesne. This new plant will be 
the largest hoop and tie mill in the world 
if present plans are carried out, and will 


_ be large enough to take care of all the 


business of the hoor combine single-hand- 
ed. It goes without seying' that 
the D@.quesne plant will be operated ona 
strictly non-union basis.

Dangers of the Suffrage. 

The attempted restriction of suffrage 
which finds so much favor in the 
south has led The Boston Herald into 
a discussion of the comparative evils 
under which people of north and south 
exist. 

“It is well understood,” says The 


Herald, ‘that the southern interest in. 


the suffrage is confined to a desire to 
exclude the colored race from voting.” 
The Herald is fair enough to acknowl- 
edge that in the south the postulate is 
“that the mass of this vote is ignorant 
It is really this fact 
which leads so many people to a desire 
to exclude the race from the suffrage 
entirely. They meet with a difficulty 
in accomplishing this, to meet which 
they must “exclude a portion of-the 
whites from the suffrage, and this,” 
concludes The Herald, “has led people 
at the north to fee, that there are 
whites here to which they would like 
to have the southern proposition ap- 
plied.”’ 

It is doubted, however, if the sen- 


_timent of the’ forth will ever favor the 


exclusion of men from voating on the 
ground of their lack or education. The 
Herald acknowledges that. there are 
states like Massachusetts and Connec- 
ticut which apply the reading and writ- 
ing test to suffrage, but “‘it is very little 
operative in Massacuusetts, and prob- 
ably in our neighbor also. But the 
real point of importance is not here. 
There is little threat to the northern 
states of the union from its illiterate 
suffrage. It would be difficult in most 
of the states to pass a constitutional 
amendment prohibiting illiterate suf- 
frage; indeed, we doubt if such a meas- 
ure would command a majority in 
Massachusetts were the votes to be 
taken now.” 

It is at this point that The Herald 
announces a conclusion derogatory to 
our system of universal suffrage, when 
it says that “what we have more to 
fear in the north is corrupted suffrage. 
This may be seen sometimes among il- 
literate voters, but it is fair to say 
that it is not confined to them.” The 
Herald then goes on to say: 

If we seek out its first cause, it will 
be found, we think, that it does not orig- 
The beginning 
of the corruption is in the corrupter. 
The corrupted are the agents through 
which he operates. The corrupter, as a 
rule, is not ignorant; he certainly is not 
ignorant when we go to the first in- 
citers of corruption. They are among 
those who take advantage of ignorance 
or thoughtlessness, or something worse, 
to use them for their own selfish pur- 
poses. They are nearly all men of educa- 
tion, to more or Jess extent, and some- 
times they are men of. more than ordi- 
nary acquirements in this respect. What 
they lack in conscience and a right ideal 
of patriotism, rather than @ knowledge 
acquired from teaching in the schools, 
rudimentary or otherwise. If the object- 
ive is to prevent corruption in public af- 
fairs,’ we are by no means, therefore, 


‘attacking it at its root when we assail 


its more ignorant agents. 

Yet, still, if universal suffrage is ever 
to be accounted a failure, it will have 
to bé confessed that here is !ts vulnerable 
point. If the less educated men who par- 
ticipate in it allow themselves to be 
made the agents of corruption, they dis- 
credit universal suffrage th the act. We 
have shown that the educationa? test 
cannot reach the corrupters. There is al- 
ways the danger, however, that the cor- 
rupter may bring discredit upon it to the 
extent that a feeling may be created 
against universal suffrage. Yet we do 
not think that even here the illiterate 
class are more responsible. The man in 
humble life is more likely to value right- 
ly the importance of the suffrage than 
some who regard themselves as superior 
to him in position in the community. 
The suffrage ig the one possession he has 
which puts him on an equality with the 
richest and the most intellectual man 
in thé land. He is naturally not disposed 
to undervalue it while this condition pre- 
vails. 

In support of what The Herald has 
here said we have the case of the state 
of Pennsylvania. There is no mistak- 
ing the high character of the people 
of that state. With a population equal 
to that of a Buropean nation, with re- 
sources greater than that of any em- 
pire of the old World, with all of the 
elements and working forces of re- 
ligion, education and civic organiza- 
tion, it has been carried around in the 
vest pocket of first one man and then 
another for over forty years. There 
has not been an election held in the 
state of Pennsylyania since 1860 in 
which there has, been an honest expres- 
sion of pudlic opinion. Every elec- 
tion, whether domiuated by Simon 
Cameron, J. Donald Cameron or their 
successor, Matthew Stanley Quay, has

Growing Taller—What Next? 


This is an age of scientific miracles. 
One of the latest feats which surgical 
experts hope to accomplish is the 
elongation of the body and—incident- 
ally—the setting at nought ofthe Bib- 
lical assertion that we cannot “by 
taking thought” add one cubit to stat- 
ure. 

A Parisian physician is responsible 
for this startling claim. Electricity is 
to play the main role and the joints 
of the ankles and knees are to be op- 
erated on daily by an elaborate proc- 
ess. The osseous matter at these 
places, he claims, will thereby be ex- 
panded, and the growth of the bones 
stimulated. The spine is also treated 
by the current. 

The claims of the wise doctor are 
phenomenal. Through experiments al- 
ready successful, he is led to believe 
that he can add two-fifths of an inch 
per month to the height. This process 
goes on for six months, when the sys- 
tem must be given time to recuperate. 
Then the treatment is resumed, and, for 
all we are advised to the contrary, may 
proceed indefinitely. The originator of 
this plan is careful, however, to state 
that the patients shuuld be young and 
supple, otherwise the effects of stretch- 
ing their joints might be grave. We 
are informed that the wily physicians 
being besieged by hundreds of fafr 
Parisiennes, who view with envious 
eyes the tall and willowy forms of 
other women, and who wotld call in 
the cooperation of medical science to 
attain a like proportion. 

What science may ultimately accom- 
plish is outside the ken of the simple 
layman. Already wé have the obesity 
cure as well as the treatment for im- 
parting flesh to the person of slender 
build. Skillful dermatologists can so 
alter and modify the facial features as 
to change the expression entirely, and 
stories are related of people deformed 
or repugnant of feature leaving home 
and returning with countenances so 
radically altered as to make them al- 
most unrecognizable. If science keeps 
pace with its former progress we may 
eventually look for a race of men and 
women perfect in form and feature. 
After our enterprising witch doctors 
have accomplished this change, let us 
hope that they may kindly devise some 
means by Which stupid péople and 
criminals will be deprived of their ob- 
jectionable features in point of mind. 
We are hoping for these developments 
with a simple, child-like faith, only 
equalled by our confidence in the abil- 
ity of our scientific friends to bring 
them to pass.

The clergymen of Chicago are now 
faced by a discussion which will com- 
pel them to go on record as to how 
they regard the Sacred Page. 

In the regularly accepted lesson 
books now furnisned the Sunday 
schools of that city the Bible account 
of the creation is treated as being op- 
posed to history anfi science, and the 


as allegorical and not literal. These 
views appéar in the last edition of the 
“Piigrim Series” of quarterlies in gen- 
eral use in the Sunday schools of the 
Congregational church. 

One sentence declares that “nothing 
is more certain than that the chronolo- 
gy given in the Bible margin is abso- 
lutely worthless.”’ 

Treating of the flood it says “the 
monuments of ancient peoples also 
prove that the data assigned to the 
deluge by the Bibl@ margins is many 
hundreds, if not thousands, of years 
too late.” 

Having thus knocked out the flood to 
its own satisfaction, the book goes 
on to another triunipn in this way: 
“There is every indication in the facts 
known to science that men never have 
lived to so great an age as the literal 
interpretation of this record asserts.”’ 

Through such an agency as this the 
Christian book is attacked from within 
as well as from witnout. Its open 
enemies can be met and confuted, but 
those claiming to be its friends and at 
the same time enacting the role of 
theological Joab cannot be so easily de- 
tected. By attempting to destroy the 
faith of the people in the volume which 
has been the sheet aucnor of humanity, 
which has developed the highest type 
and inspired the highest hope of the 
ages, they will be led into a period 
of self-conceit and presumption from 
which the fall into despair and degra- 
dation will be lamentable, indeed.

Walking along the streets of Atlanta, I was 
introduced to Frank Stanton, whose fame as a 
poet has gone wherever ink runs or white men 
grow. A man of decided individuality and at- 
tractive personality. Something of the power 
of Webster or Stephen A. Douglas in his face 
and a eplendid head withal. Dark eyes, hair 
and mustache, and swarthy of complexion, 
Eyes that seem to look quite through the deeds 
of men. Shrewd and keen eyes, with laughter 
and mockery in them at times, A _ heavily 
built man, with a curious mixture of sluggish- 
ness and alertness in his movements, 

As careless of dress as a man might well 
be in hot weather, he stood strongly on his 
feet, as one who had fought long to reach 
a vantage point, yet, gaining it, was scornful 


of his victory. 
As distinct and unique as Stanton was, the 


most attractive charm about him was his voice, 
It was as harmonious as the chords of a violon- 
cello. Surely, a deep and mellow voice adds 
a potent strength to a man, It was a real 
pleasure to hear the poet recite. Rarely, and 
then only after much urging, would he give 
his own: linea, but from Chaucer down be 
had the Mnes of many a minstrel and bard 
at his tongue’s tip, 

To hear him roll out in barytone music his 
favorite lines was to féel that no instrument 
is so melodious as the human voice, To hark 
him quote— 


“And heard above the winds and water’s roar 
The wolf's lone how] by Oonalaska’s shore” —

N April, 1898, when the war began, 


Rear Admiral Schjey had served in the 
navy for nearly forty-two years, and 
had passed through every grade from 
midshipman to commodore. 

Also, in April, 1898, when the war began, 
there had been publisMed in two volumes 
& so-called ‘“‘History of the United States 
Navy,” by Mr. Edgar Stanton Maclay. 
The title was a misnomer, for the book 
is not a history of the navy in any proper 
sense of the term, but a naval Aistory of 
the United States. The author does not 
appear to have been a naval officer, nor 
to have received: naval training; and, in 
fact, he frankly relies for technical as- 
sistance upon a naval lieutenant. He 
shows practically no knowledge of the 
traditions, personnel and inner life of the 
service, and only the most meager infor- 
mation concerning the causes and influ- 
ences affecting its development and 
growth. He compiled, however, a narra- 
tive of its battles and principal voyages, 
extending up to the close of the civil 
war, with a brief addition relative to the 
new navy. The book had no clainT to be 
called Hterature, in which resnect it dif- 
fered from Fennimore Cooper's “History 
of the Navy,” published in about 1839; 
but, as it covered a period of over half 
a century following Cooper’s time, it 
served a purpose as a handy compendium 
of naval facts for present popular refer- 
ence. Having besides the negative merit 
of being sufficiently colorless and didactic, 
it was thought adapted for use as 
text book; and thus, despite the tal 
absence of sense of historical perspettive 
or proportion which characterizes it, it 
became included in the curriculum of the 
second class of cadets at the United 
States naval academy. This has given 
it a certain prominence over other histo- 
ries, covering @ similar field, and has led 
to the claim that it is the standard offi- 
clally-crowned history of the navy. 

A third volume of this work has just 
appearéd, which out of its total of 430 
pages devotes same 400 to an account of 
the naval operations of the Spanish war. 
As nearly every combatant of note in 
that conflict fought his battle o’er again 
in the magazines, and as journalists and 
trained writers galore have described it 
in books of all sorts and sizes, it is not 
clear at first sight why still another con- 
temporary record was needed, for cer- 
tainly it seems that history could not be 
written at this proximity to the actual 
events, and a contemporary account com- 
piled at second hand hv a non-participant 
could hardly rival in interest tlg@ stories 
of the living actors. 


Based on “Official Reports.” 


The author, however, thinks differently. 
He bases his narrative “solidly on official 
reports,’’ says that ‘‘nearly everv com- 
manding officer concerned has read and 
corrected proof sheets dealing with ac- 
tions in which each figured;’’ that this 
has delayed the volume ‘“fusu twelve 
months, but thé writer feels more than 
compensated for his failure to produce a 
‘timely’ work in the satisfaction of Se- 
curing accuracy,’’ and finally “desires to 
emphasize the fact that this ig pre-emi- 
nently a ‘living history’ of the navy.”’ 

It may fairly be considered that this 
means that the author has endeavored to 
bring to his task all the discrimination, 
judicial calmness. sense of responsibility 
and effort toward accuracy which is in- 
cumbent on the historian who deals with 
the reputation of other men for the in- 
struction and enlightenment of posterity. 
We, therefore, turn with interest to his 
presumably impartial discussion of the 
conduct of Rear Admiral Schley. 

As is well known, the principal occur- 
rences in which that officer took part and 
which form the main basis for dispute 
are three in number; first, his temporary 
withdrawal from before Santiago on ac- 
count of lack of coal; second, his recon- 
noissance of the defenses and Spanish 
ships in Santiago harbor; and, third, the 
behavior of the Brooklyn during the bat- 
tle, notably in describing a loop before be 
ginning her westward chase of Cervera's 
ships. As is also well known, no charges 
have been filed against Rear Admiral 
Schley growing out of these events, and 
not even an oluicial reprimand is of recced

the grade of rear admiral, nominated to 
congress for the same reward bestowed 
on other officers (advancement in num- 
bers in his grade). and long after the 
controversy concerning him had hecome 
acute he was -iven the full dutv of his 
rank—the command of the south Atlantic 
squadron—which he has only just relin- 
quished. In brief, so far as anything to 
the contrary appears on the records of 
the navy, Admiral Schiey during forty- 
five years Of honorabie service has stead- 
lly advanced to the highest official honors 
Open to the naval officer in the regular 
course of his profession. 


The Assault on Schley. 
Nevertheless in this ‘“‘History of the 
United States Navy,” the following state- 
ments regarding him are made. 
As to the temporary withdrawal from 
before Santiago: 


In his report about the coal supply 

of the vessels under his command 
Schiey exhibited either a _ timidity 
amounting to absolute cowadice or a 
prevarication of facts that were in- 
trinsically falshoods. 
i ie i chley . turned in caitiff 
flight from the danger spot toward 
which duty, honor and the whole 
American people were most earnestly 
urging him. ~“ Viewed in whatever light 
it may be, the foregoing dispatch can- 
not be characterized otherwise than 
as being without exception the most 
humillating, cowardly and lamentable 
report ever penned by an American 
naval officer. 


As to the reconnoissance at Santiago: 

This timid and nerveless attack on 
Cervera’s ships is the more disappoint- 
ing when we remember the* elaborate 
and brave preparations Schley had 
made to ‘get at the enemy” inearnest 
... Schley’s farcical blockade cannot 
be described otherwise than as willful 
disobedience of orders. 


As to the “loop” of the Brooklyny 


Schley hastily ordered the helm 
aport. ... “But that will carry us 
into the Texas,” said. the officer. 


*‘Let the Texas take care of herself,’’ 
was the heartless reply, and the 
Shameful spectacle of an American 
warship, supported by a force supe- 
rior to the enemy’s—a warship whose 
commander had expended such vast 
quantitkes of ammunition on target 
practice in the presence of a fashion- 
able hotel at Hampton Roads in order 
to meet a worthy foe—deliberately 
turning tail and running away, was 
presented. . .. Cervera nobly threw 
down the gauntlet. Schley cravenly 
declined to pick it up. 

Comment upon such language as this, 
and there is much more of it, is needless. 
Hard as it is to conceive, nevertheless it 
may be that after all these years of serv- 
ice an admiral of the United States navy, 
suddenly perpetrated military crimes of 
the gravest sort; but until this is estab- 
lished by the verdict of a competent 
tribunal, common fairness and decency, 
if not patriotism, should have prevented 
the use of such terms. Of course, this 
ends the utility of Mr. Maclay’s book as 
a history, since it destroys all dependence 
upon the discrimination, judicial poise 
and impartiality of the author. 

But the shortcoming of the work it- 
self are of little moment as compared 
with the graver questions which this ex- 
traordinary outgiving must arouse. The 
statement in the preface ts that “nearly 
every commanding officer concerned has 
read and corrected proof sheets dealing 
with -actions in which each figured.” 
These men were participants in the sev- 
eral events with Schley, and also his sub- 
ordinates. It is inconceivable that they 
would be willing to examine and approve 
proof sheets whereon were printed the 
terrible charges above quoted, unless they 
had fully weighed the consequences of 
so doing; and certainly not unless they 
had determined to present these charges 
in official form for the action of the navy 
department. Nor indeed is it imaginable 
that the author himself would have plac- 
ed these officers in the position he has, 
unless he had from them ample assur- 
ance that they would sustain hifm in the 
most effective manner. 

As matters now stand the comnranding 
officers who have read and approved on 
proof. sheet the charges made in this 
book, should be called upon to present 
them for action, if they do not speedily 
do so of their own motion.—The Inde-

sas. The way bristled with peril, yet 
Lieutenant Buchan strode over dangers 
as if he did not see them. While not 
actually engaged in obeying the orders 
of his superiors, his only thought seemed 
to be the succor of the women of the 
legation. And such comfort as one young 
soldier could give them Lieutenant Bu- 
chan saw to it that they promptly had. 

Miss Conger was not the only Amert- 
can who admired the liteutenant’s brav- 
ery. And s0, when the horrors of war 
had subsided somewhat and a few weeks 
of comparative quiet had made a nearer 
acquaintance possible between the two, 
Lieutenant Buchan asked for Mr. and 
Mrs. Conger’s sanction to the engage- 
ment and it was cordially given. 

Laura Conger’s friends now laughingly 
relate how prom-tly she recovered from 
the hardshins of the siege as soon as she 
had met and known Lieutenant Buchan, 
for it was a love-at-first-sight affair, and 
the young people did not confide their se- 
cret at first.

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New Waterworks Machine Was 
Due on July Ist 


IT 1S FAR FROM FINISHED 


Water Board Will Have To Wait as 
There Was a Strike Clause in 
the Contract—Laying of New 
Mains Waiting on the 


“Specials.” 


It will probably be several months be- 
fore the new 15,000,000-gallon engine or- 
dered by the board of water commission- 
ers for pumping station No. 2 will be 
ready to pump water into the city. 

The new engine was to have been here 
and in place ready for work by July Ist, 
according to the contract with the Holly 
Manufacturing Company, of Lockport, N. 
Y., which is building the machine. 

The contract, however, had in it a 
strike clause, and thereby results the de- 
lay. About 700 men struck at this plant, 
it is said, and when they went out there 


were about five weeks’ work to: be done, 


on the new engine. The company still 
expecteii to get men and be able to com- 
plete the engine on time, but it has not 
yet been able to do so. It has machin- 
ists at work, but wrote to Superinten- 
dent Woodward; of the waterworks, that 
it did not desire to put men on this en- 
gine of whose experience it was not in- 
formed. — 

The striking machinists have not yet 
gone back to work and the Atlanta en- 
gine remains in statu quo. Secretary 
Dimmock was instructed to write the 
company saying that the water board 
preferred to wait a while longer rather 
than have inexperienced men put on the 
work, so the chances are the new engine 
will not be finished until late in the fall. 

The new engine was needed about this 
time on account of the heavy demand 
upon the waterworks at certain times of 
the day during the summer. It is daiffi- 
cult to regulate the supply with the two 
engines now at the station. There are 
times during the day when one of the 
engines is hardly sufficient to furnish the 
amount of water needed. There is con- 
siderable delay in bringing the other en- 
gine into play and the result is the extra 
demand is frequently not supplied at the 
time it is needed. 

The new engine cost $98,700. It seems 
now that the first payment will have to 
be made out of the fund derived from the 
sale of the watér bonds. This is one- 
fourth of the total, or nearly 32,000. This 
amount was appropriatd by the city, but 
was wiindrawn when the bonds were 
issued. ' 

The work of laying the new water 
mains for which the bonds were issued 
will begin just as soon as the necessary 
“specials’’ arrive. These specials are 
valves, T’s, cross pieces and reductions. 
The thirty inch main has been distributed 
along Marietta street as far in as Mari- 
etta street school, but no work can be 
done until the specials are at hand, as 
they must be put in along with the pipe. 


VIADUCT GIRDERS DELAYED. 


Work Temporarily Interrupted Wait- 
ing for Big 72-Feet Steel Beams. 
Will Arrive Next Week. 

Work on the viaduct is temporarily re- 
tarded on account of the delay in ship- 
ping the big 92 feet girders for the middle 
@®pan across the railroad. They were 
promised last week, but will not arrive 
before next week or later. A dispatch 
received yesterday from Philadelphia by 
Contractor Wilkins stated that the gird- 
ers will be shipped within ten days. 

On account of this delay work on the 
floor and sidewalk is arrested and the 
force of hands on the viaduct is much 
diminished. Most of the steel workers have 
been jaid off temporarily. Work on the 
masonry is the chiéf source of activity 
at present. 

Contractor Wilkins does not expect that 
the tardy girders will cause any delay in 
the completion of the structure at the ap- 
pointed time, which is October ist. After 
that date a forfeit of $100 will have to be 
paid by the builder for each day’s added 
delay before completion. |

FOUND IN COURT 


Was Teslifying Against a Man 
Charged with Taking Ring, 


POLICE TAKE HER IN CHARGE 


Young Man with Three Names 
Is Locked Up—The Young Wo- 
man Had Two Names. 
Mythical “Smith” in 
the Case. 


A pretty young woman with two names, 
& young man with three names and two 
rings and an anxious father made up 
the dramatis personae of a very interest- 
ing episode yesterday that called for 
police and warrants. 

The young woman in’ question had dis- 
appeared from home and her brother dis- 
covered her in a justice court, an im- 
portant witness in a case of alleged lar- 
ceny of a Giamond ring. The brother 
called for the police to take his sister in 
custody. 

That was why Maude Carter, who also 
called herself Marie Honeycutt, was 
locked up at the police barracks last 
night, and John Russell Griffett, allas 
Tom Griffith, alias Arthur Griffin, oc- 
cupied a cell in the city prison. 

The diamond ring that caused Griffett 
to get into trouble and that led to Miss 
Maude being discovered by her brother 
was also taken charge of by the police. 

The owner of the diamond ring is so 
far a myth, said to be a man named 
‘“Smith,”’ and as Smith is a good name, 
the police accepted it in Neu of any- 
thing more tangible. - 

Miss Maude, or Marie, is a very pretty 
young woman, and she seems to be very 
headstrong. The chief of police wag in- 
formed that she had run away from 
home and that her father and brother 
had been searching for her several days. 

When first taken to the police barracks 
the young woman declined to give her 
right name and ofily did so when the 
matron threatened to place her in a cell. 

Diamond Ring Caused Trouble. 

A warrant had been sworn out for 
“Tom Griffith’ by “Marie Honeycutt” 
and the young man, who says his right 


| name is John Russell Griffett, was taken 
' before Justice Landrum yesterday after- 


noon. As the prosecutor, Miss Maudé 
Carter, who took out the warrant in 
the name of “Marie Honeycutt,’ appear- 
ed to testify against the prisoner, there 
came a denouement that was not down 
on the programme. A _ brother of the 
young woman saw her and at once not!- 
fied the police that she had run away 
from home and was wanted by her anx- 
ious father. 

This unexpected denouement caused the 
justice to postpone the trial of Griffet 
until 4 o’elock this afternoon. The pris- 
oner was taken to the police barracks 
and locked up on the charge of larceny 
after trust. 

The young woman was also taken to 
the police barracks and given into the 
keeping of the police matron. 

Griffett, when questioned by a reporter 
of, The Constitution, made the following 
statement about his case: 


What the Young Man Says. 


“I exchanged rings with the young 
lady who is prosecuting me and I made 
away with the ring. I only borrowéd a 
few dollars on it and intended to re- 
deem it and give it back to her. The ring 
belonged to another young man and I 
understand that he is behind the prose- 
cution.”’ 

In the warrant the prisoner’s name was 
given as Tom Griffith. He told the sta- 
tion sergeant his name was Arthur Grif- 
fin, and later he informed the turnkey 
that his right name was John Russell 
Griffett and his home was in Athens. He 
belongs to one of the most respectable 
families in that part of the states 

The young woman at first declined to 
make any statement at all. She changed 
her mind, however, and told the follow- 
ing story about the diamond ring: 
Statement by the Young Woman. 

“A young man named—well, his name 
was Smith, gave me the ring to wear. 
One evening Mr. Griffith called to see me 
and he asked me to let him look at the 
ring. I did so and he never gave it back. 
Mr. Smith demanded the ring and I have 
looked to Mr. Griffith for it. I have un- 
til tomorrow to produce the ring and it is 
now in the custody of the police. I will 
not make any statement about why I was 
brought up here, but the ring had noth- 
ing to do with it.’”’

Well-Known ‘Wholesale 
Merchant Fails in 
Business. 

Yesterday three creditors of Cc. W. 
O'Connor, wholesale grocery merchant on 
Forsyth street, filed a petition in the 
United States court asking that he be 
adjudged a bankrupt and that a receiver 
be appointed. In the absence of Judge 
Newman, Percy Adams, referee in bank- 
ruptcy, appointed to this position Mr. C.

There Was some 
talk of separate organization in the first 
ward, but Alderman LaHatte said yester- 
day that, while the people were anxious 
to have the line, nothing definite tn this 
direction had been done. Instead, both of 
the wards will meet together and will 
work together. 

Captain E. Pb. Howell is chairman of the 
West End committee, and other members 
are Forrest Adair, W. V. Carter, H. L. 
Culberson and Dr. E. L. Connally. . 

Captain Howell said yesterday to a 
representative of The Constitution that 
the citizens of the West End, including 
the first and ~*venth wards, were pre- 
paring to put facts before the public on 
the subject, and that a complete cam- 
paign would be made, even if it had to 
be kept up until the election. 

‘‘We want the Peters street charta& and 
the Peters street viaduct,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
have a chance to get both without their 
costing the city * cent, and if we are 
held up we will know the reason why, 
and every man in the city shall know it. 

“The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
panv is using the Nelson street bridge 
without payine a cent for it. They do fiot 
pay as much as a dray or hack pays the 
city. This company only pays 
the pitiful sum of two hun- 
dred per annum “(for the use  ~of 
the Mitchell street viaduct, and these 
men who sit by and complacently say 
they want son.ething for the city haven't 
a word to say against this use of the 
cit--’s propertv’ but when another com- 
pany comes and says we will bulld your 
viaduct and a street car line with mod- 
ern equipment, with upr-to-date cars, 
without any cost to the city, we are held 
up in the interest of a company that is 
using the city’s property for nothing. We 
don’t propose to submit to it. 

‘Peters street where it crosses the rail- 
roads needs a viaduct as badly as any 
street crossing ever did in the city. I am 
informed that over 600 trains, including 
regular passenger trains, freight trains 
and shifting trains, cross this street every 
twenty-four hours except Sundays. 

“Another thing our committee is going 
to look after as we go along in this 
fight is an ordinance to tax these street 
car companies.”’

‘to Alderman G. Y. Pierce: 


Alderman G. Y. Pierce, City—Dear Sir: 
Years ago you started in life with but 
ttle. ou had practically no property. 
Ou Were without influential friends. 
Te were no outward influences at your 
@ommangd which were calcufated to de- 
Yelov your own,merit. But you began 
wife earnestly, hopefully and with full 
@onfidence in vour own ability. You have 
rown wonderfully. Steady and faithful 
evotion to your business and profession 
as pomess you handsome properties, e 
rowing practice and a good name. You 
ave deyeloped and expanded with the 
city. There is a bright future before 
you, for you have not yet expended the 
forces of your youth and yea have not 
pet reached your zenith. ife ought to 
e very fair wig Sten Prosperity is a goal 
near at hand; fame is beckoning to you. 
No self-made man ever yet lived who 
did not possess the capacity to appre- 
Cilate, at its real merit, the develo~ment 
and expansion of ethers. Self-advance- 
ment begets always a sympathy for those 
who would likewise advance, and a help- 
ing hand is more often extended from 
@ mgn who made himself than from the 
man whom others made. ; ; 

You should be in a situation where you 

can understand and fully realize any ef- 
fort made by man or by a &section of a 
town to obtain relief, to procure better 
things and to realize such material devel- 
‘opments as naturally belong to him or 
them. 
_ in sober reason, therefore, we come to 
you with an appeal which we trust you 
will not disregard. As good citizens, we 
desire to see our city grow and flourish, 
unhampered by acts of its own agents. 
As individuals we wish to see the con- 
venience of ourselves and families sub- 
served. As individuals we wish to see 
Our property enhance in value. We 
earnestly desire to aidin anything which 
will benefit the city and thereby benefit 
Ourselves, and it is in this spirit that 
we write you. 

In the present condition of affairs there 
are several rocks upon which any honest 
man can stand in safety. Should the 
city receive something for the franchises 
to the public utility corporations which 
occupy its streets? To this question we 
readily answer, yes. The franchises 
ranted are valuable, and from them in 
some way the citv should realize a just 
and proper revenue. We have never, in- 
dividually or as representatives, taken 
‘an- other position or had any other wish, 
and we commend and will support the 
man who will see that such just and 
fair revenue is obtained to the city. 

. Will the so-called principle of twenty- 
one years accomplish this purpose fn so 
far as street railroads are concerned? 
Surely there can be t- this question but 
one answer—that it will not. It seems 
to us childish to talk or discuss the tcon- 
ditions which exist in other cities of very 
much larger porulation than our own, 
and which are much older than our own. 
What are the facts here which nobody 
‘Can possibly gainsay? The Atlanta Rail- 
wa and Power Company has franchises 
to all of the princinal streets, which it 
obtained without. the payment of a dol- 
lar, and which run for fifty vears, with 
the right of renewal upon its part for 
fifty additional years. It has but one 
competitor. It will. never have but one 
competitor. The Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company was forced to take, when it 
entered the competing fleld, franchises 
which ran for only fifty years, and which 
applied -onhky to streets-of an inferior na- 
ture. Thus we have franchises for 100 
years upon the one part and for fifty 
years upon the other part. The two com- 
panies. $0 occupying all available streets 


as to practically and effectualiv exclude, 


a third competing company. When the 
cit-- determined in lsyv that it would per- 
mit the Transit company to compete, it 
gave to that company franchises for the 
then known minimum period of fifty 
years. No suggestion whatever had, 
that time, ever been made by anv gnan 
that futur- franchises would be granted 
for only twent*-one years. Upon the 
faith of the then condition of affairs 
and the sentiment of the city as thereby 
expressed, the ‘i'ransit company executed 
and delivered a deed of trust which em- 
braced -*' of the franchises which it then 
possessed and which opened to receive 
ail ’franohises' which might thereafter be 
given it. The bonds issued upon this 
deed of trust were sold for thirty years. 
This action upon its part was necessary 
in order to secure the money with which 
to build its line. It is irrevocable, and 
cannot,now be changed. Surely no sane 
man, With any business experience, could 
now contend that this company, under 
that deed of trust, could accept a fran- 
chise for twenty-one years. Would you, 
for instance, lend this company $150,000 
with which to build the Peters street via- 
duct and the Hine to West End, knowing 
that the property would be legally de- 
stroyed in its entirety nine years before 
rou had the right to call for your money? 
Vould you not really regard a provosi- 
tion by any man to you to lend money 
under such conditions as an insult to 
your intelligence and as evidencing an 
ntent to rob you? 

Thus is follows inevitably, beyond the 
ale of reasonable controversy, that the 

ransit company cannot accept or build 
under a twenty-one-year franchise. If, 
then, your insistance upon twenty-one 
a results alone in depriving the At- 
anta Rapid Transit Company .of the 
power to build, how do you obtain a re- 
sult which will yield this city anything? 
Do you not rather deprive it of competi- 
tion? Do you not rather deprive it of 
many other things of great value? Look 
at what this company has done for this 
city! It has given us the best tracks, the 
best cars, and the best service which is 
known to any city in America. You will 
find no impartial man who t%s familiar 
with any of the larger cities who will not 
instantly tell you that the present sys- 
tem of the Transit company is equal to 
any which is in existence. We submit 
to you in all fairness and all candor, if 
the building of such a system would not 
aided wonderfully in the 
advancement and development of our 
city? But it has done far more than 
this. It has given to us the Whitehall 
street viaduct, without the cost ‘of a 
cent; it has thereby changed the provin- 
cial character of the city into that of a 
metropolitan nature; it has been a direct 
cause of erecting buildings adjacent to 
the viaduct, which are worth more than 
a’ million dollars; it has distinctly en- 
hanced every inch of property in front 
‘of which it runs. It is idle to say that 
the grant of the franchises in 189% to the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company have 
yielded this city nothing. In fact and in 
truth, it has added between two and 
three millions of dollars of property upon 
which taxes can be and will be levied. 
In this statement we take no count of 
the convenience to the citizens which it 
has promoted, nor of the indirect bene- 
fits which the town receives from sim- 
ply having a system of that character. 

Can you, as a citizen, as a representa- 
tive of the people, as an officer of this 
city, afford to adopt a rule which will 
effectually block this progress, stop this 
enhancement and prevent its further 

ratifying the convenience of its citizens? 
Pou. who have grown with the town, 
whose material interests are to be de- 
veloped with those of the town, are you 
the man to do this act? 

What is the result, the only result, 
the nefarious pesult of adopting such a 
principle? It gives the city nothing; it 
deprives the city of a great deal; it de- 
prives the citizens of much more, and it 
serves alone to fortify and make com- 
plete the monopoly of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company. The most 
devilish ingenuity of which the human 
mind is capable could do no greater fa- 
vor to the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company than to have the officers of this 
city adopt a twenty-one-year rule for the 

rant of street railroad franchises. It 
eaves that company secure in its monop- 
olies with almost unlimited franchises. 
Why should you do an act which de- 
prives the city and its citizens of rights 
which belong to it and them, and which 
inures alone to the enhancement of the

Remember that no 
human being in the last election ever 
heard of the infamous’ doctrine of the 
twenty-one years. Remember that you 
did not, at that time, have it in mind. 
Remem r that the man who sits in the 
mayors chair did not dare open his 
mouth to the public in favor of such a 
principle until after he was safely seat- 
ed in office. Remember that the first 
time this principle was brought to the 
= in such way as that it could pass 
hereon was in the shape of the petition 
Remember 
that in ane week we obtained over 6,300 
Signatures to that petition, requesting 
you to vote to override the mayor's veto 
which was alone based upon the grant of 
the franchise for forty-eight years and 
not for twenty-one. Consider this, we 
beg you, and see if you are not today one 
of the most serious obstacles in the way 
of that justice, fairness and impartial- 
ity which should be accorded by the city 
to all street railroad corporations. 

You have it within your power to block 
the universal desire, to retard the devel- 
opment of the town, to cast a blot upon 
its name for justice and impartiality, but 
it will be only for a tew months a the 
cost to you will be the loss forever of that 
name for which you have so earnestly aud 
consistently worked during-60 many long 
and weary years. 

The effort to place tn the franchises of 
the Transit company a 3 1-3-cent fare has 
met so universal condemnation that we 
believe no one will ever dare to revive it. 
But when the officials of the Atlanta 
Railway and, Power Company state to you 
that no road can be operated with suc- 
cess under such a clause, when the of- 
ficials of the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany tell you that they are now giving 
it as a mere experiment upon short, dis- 
connected lines and that they cannot pro- 
cure money from the east with which to 
build their lines if such a restriction be 
Placed in the franchises, will you ever 
again seek to enforce such a clause? Un- 
der the general ordinance which now con- 
trols the Transit tn ages | it is limited to 
& cents from the hours of 6 d. m, to 12 p. 
m., while its competitor, the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company, has no 
limitation upon the amount of 
fares in its charter. Would you 
seek to further restrict and lace 
upon an unequal plane the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company? Do you think 
such an act would be permitted by Lhe 
fair sense of the people of this city? Do 
you not know from what has transpired 
within the past few days that the over- 
whelming sense of justice in this city has 
ee repudiated this clause, and do 
you not further realize that when this ob- 
vious unfairness is sought to be — 
trated that every man pe yy hinks 
the motive which Hes back of it is an im- 
proper one, and will you not, as a public 
official, keep your skirts clear of even a 
mere suspicion? A 

We submit to you gre i that out o7 
this maze there lies a broad, open path- 
way along which you can travel and do 
neither the city nor its citizens nor any 
street railway an injustice. You have al- 
ready followed it in part. Grant the Tran- 
eit company privileges equal to tnose 
which the other company now enjoys, 
and place upon both a just and fair tax. 
You have now the right to levy a tax 
which will be legal and for which you 
need no charter amendment, and in sup- 
port of this statement we refer you to 4 
letter which appeared in the editorial 
columns of The Atlanta Constitution from 
one of the best lawyers in this state, and 
who is probably more falmiliar with the 
tax laws than any other lawyer in the 
state. This gentleman has publicly given 
it as his o fnion that a franchise, when 
linked with physical tangible property 
becomes a physical, tangible evidence of 
property which you have only to value in 
order to tax. Property, wherever found, 
in whosoever’s name it may stand, can 
always be taxed. But you know that a 
vast majority of council will earnestly 
support your resolution to procure what- 
ever amendment te the city’s charter may 
be needed. Why,.therefore, do you not 
follow your own plan? .It is immaterial to 
the city what length of time a franchise 
may run, if during its life it has the right 
to tax that franchise. From this source 
the city can properly and justly obtain a 
continuous annual return for that which 
it gave and helped to create. Your effort 
in this direction has been met by a com- 
mendation which is equal only by the 
condempation meted out to the unjust 
ideas of twenty-one years and 3 1-3-cent 
fares. 

We beg you to turn your eyes again to- 
ward the light; to remember what it is 
you have personally achieved; to remem- 
ber what has been the oe to this city 
of the franchises of 189% to the Transit 
company; to remember your oath of office 
and the promises you made to the city; 
to remember that the Transit company 
must be dealt with justly and fairly; to 
remember that the citizens are entitled 
to the competition which they seek; and 
finally and above all, to remember that

Another Declines Office To BRemai= 
in the Race. 


MOTORMAN POPE {S$ _ ENTERED 


He Is Named by Railway Employees 
To Compete for Exposi- 
tion Trip. 


One of the labor union contestants in 
The Constitution’s coupon contest was 
given a strong boost toward victory in his 
race after the trip to the Pan-American 
exposition at Buffalo this fall by the 
withdrawai of a strong contestant in his 
favor.

The retirement of this contestant 
brought out an fncident which occurred 
in the beginning of the race for the cx- 
position trip. A member of a certain 
union was being considered at this time 
for an office in his federated body. It 
was finally determined that he was the 
man for ths place, and the position was 
practically tendered him. He told his 
friends then that he was out for The Con- 
stitution trip to the Buffalo exposition;

Mr. Ges learned of this 
yesterday, and desires the statement be 
made that he is not in the race for the 
trip. This statement is made that the 
coupons sent in for him may be diverted 
to the candidacy of some contestant 
genvinely in the race, and not continue 
being placed to his credit. :

COUPON HUNTERS |WELCH BELIEVES THERE 
WILL BE CONSOLIDATION 


Alderman M. M Welch has addressed 
the following card to the citizens of At- 
lanta: . 

“I was elected an alderman by the citi- 
zens of Atlanta. To the public I am 
amenable and only to the public. Indi- 
vidual newspaper attacks upon me by in- 
terested or employed parties I will not 
again notice, but to the public I will al- 
ways hold myself amenable, and if I 
may know the public judgment:on mat- 
ters which come before me ag an ‘alder- 
man I will, as I have done in the past, 
Seek to perform its will. 

‘I scorn to again reply to the charges, 
by innuendo and indirection, made 

ainst my integrity as an official. Such 
charges have no weight ainst me with 
fair-minded men, and those not fair 
minded are likely to be under influences 
with which words are weak antagonists. 
I desire to make a brief statement of my 
course, and the motives which have in- 
spired it. 

“At the time of my election the mayor 
and general council had just granted 
franchises in a large number of streets 
to the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. 
and so far as I knew at that time, this 
company was not an ‘ox for fur- 
ther railway franchises. There were cer- 
tainly none pending. When approached 
upon this question, I stated invariably 
that if 1 had been tn the council at the 
time application for those franchises 
were poadieg I would have voted for 
them—that I favored competition. Furth 
er than that, I stated that I was unwill- 
ing to be elected to the council with any 
Obligation to line up as a partisan be- 
tween different railroad corporations, but 
that I would hold myself free to do that 
which in my judgment was exactly right 
and ¢gair as between ‘such corporations. 
l believe that anv fair-minded, impartial 
man who wil] take the trouble to inves- 
tigate will testify that my course in the 
council has been such as cannot be 
charged with partiality either tn favor 
of or against any corporation; but that I 
have been actuated at al! times by a de- 
sire to do that which 1 believed to be 
the right, and which I believed to be the 
will of the people. 

“My course has not been pleasing to 
either of the two contending railroad 
companies. The strongest appeals that 
have been made to me have been those 
urging me to vote against condemning 
tracks of the Atlanta Railway and Pow- 
er Company on Peachtree street, which 
appeals were unavailing; also to vote 
against the Forrest avenue franchise, 
which appeals were unavailing. I not 
only voted for granting the Rapid Transit 
company the franchise which was first 
introduced and vetoed by the mayor, but 
I stood ready and announced my purpose 
to vote for f notwithstanding the may- 
or’s veto, if it reached the aldermanic 
board. Strong appeals were made to me 
to vote against the Hunter street and 
Cherokee avenue franchise, granted to 
the Rapid Transit company, and  not- 
withstanding the urgency with which 
these appeals were made, I Voted for 
that franchise at a time when I chanced 
to occupy the position where my vote de- 
termined the question as to whetuer or 
not it should be Pa, Except for my 
favorable vote it could not have been 
granted. 

“No other franchises of any matertal 
consequence have been granted to either 
company since [I have en serving my 
present term as alderman, except the 
franchise to the Atlanta Rallway and 
Power Company to establish their elec- 
tric lighting business, and this franchise 
contained the identical provisions that 
have been incorporated by the alder- 
manic board in the franchises now pend- 
ing for Boulevard and Peters street. It 
is true I. have voted, at the request of 
citizens, in favor of granting the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company the 
privilege to make certain connections of 
their tracks at points where they already 
come together or cross, and tn two in- 
stances, mamely, upon Capitol avenue 
and Washington street, I have, for the 
purpose of enabling them to put on qa 
ten-minute schedule, and at the request 
of citizens, voted to allow them to double 
track a line which they already own, 
and in a street where they were already 
operating. I would not hesitate now, or 
at any time in the future, to grant the 
same concessions for the same purpose 
to the Rapid Transit company without 
any new conditions. 

“T do not hesitate to say, further, that 

should the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company apply for franchises to occu- 
py any’ new territory, in any streets pet 
at present occupied and operated by it, 
would not only vote for, but insist that 
the same conditions should be a 
to such grants as I have advocated for 
those to the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
any. 
, “Now, with reference to my position in 
connection with the pending tranchises, 
] desire a word of explanation, to which 
I invite the most careful consideration of 
all fair-minded men. 

“First, my judgment has within the last 
few weeks become firmly convinced that 
it is only a questiof of time when con- 
solidation will take place between these 
two rival railway and _,electric Renting 
companies. This opinion is not only helc 
by me. but I know it fg shared by others, 
including those who have favored and 
who now favor granting the pending fran- 
chises for a longer term than twenty-one 
years. The fact that sooner or later, and

the city in some way ag a partial com-

had not, and have’ not. now, any special 
character of public benefit to which I am 
wedded, but stand for some return to the 
city in one form or another, either in the 
form of taxation or other valuable conald- 
eration to the pubiic at large. Having 
arrived at this conclusion and having 
seen that the Atl@fnta Rapid Transit Com- 
any was voluntarily operating § the 

1-8-cent fare for Hmited distances 
in the city, and having been as- 
sured from time to time by  offie 
Clals of trg&it company that such a rate of 
fare was profitable, and it having been in- 
timated to me that it was tHeir- purpose 
to make this rate of fare agtaegenages it 
seemed to me that this would be an easy 
way of securing something for the public, 
and that it would not be imposing upon 
the railway company anything that it 
had not imposed upon itself. As the com- 
pany had voluntarily made this rate and 
alleged it was operating it at a profit, it 
did not occur to me that it would be a 
hardship in return for valuable fran- 
chises in the streets for the Atianta Rapi«g 
Transit Company to agree that this ar- 
rangement should becomé permanent,

company had a permanent rate of 3 1-35 
cents and was granted franchises to go 
into the territory where the other com- 
pany was operating and largely along the 
Same streets, that ‘it would necessarily be 
only a short time until the other com- 
pony would be constrained to reduce its 
ares. With these views. I introduced 
and advocated the 3 1-3-cent fare clause. 
I do not think my views were heartily 
shared by his honor, the mayor, and prob- 
ably some others in the aldermanic board, 
although I am sure they had in mind the 
same general purpose or undertaking to 
secure something for the city before 
everything was given away. They, there- 
fore, stood with me in regard to this 
matter until it became perfectly apparent 
that such a@ measure was not feasible. 
That point having been attained,.I was 
still unwilll to give away the public 
franchises, which possess value to the ex- 
tent of thousands of dollars, for an ex- 
tended length of time without any con- 
sideration to the city ur tne public, and 
in line with that view I then acquiesced 
in the position his honor, the mayor, has 
occupied from the time he first jook his 
seat in his present office; namely, that 
free franchises should not be granted for 
a term exceeding twenty-one years, 
‘This is my position, and if I have 
brought down upon my head abuse and 
vituperation for standing up for what I 
believe to be an honest principle I cannot 
help it. If this abuse and detraction is 
to continue, as is threatened, I call upon 
the people to take notice of two things. 
‘First, I will not be the first man who has 
suffered at corporation 
conspinacies, and conscious of an un- 
failing friend in my own conscience, 
I will go My way and pursue the leadings 
 % my own conscience in doing that 
which I believe to be correct and right. 
“Second. This matter is now a question 
as to whether I am right or wrong in 
my position. If right, I ought to stand 
by ft, and all good people ought to sus- 
tain me. If wrong, I do not hope to be 
able to arrive at correct conclusions by 
such assaults and: attacks as have been 
made upon me during the past few days. 
“Right or wrong, I cannot be moved by 
the coufse of conduct which is being pur- 
sued. The question, as stated above, has 
massed beyond the mere question of what 
o right or what is wrong in regard to 
these special franchises. It has assumed 
@ more serious attitud@. It has raised an 
issue in Atlanta that strikes at the very 
fundamental principle of public govern- 
ment, and threatens to destroy free and 
untrammeled legislation. The people of 
Atlanta should take notice that we are 
threatened with a reign of the™’bulldozer 
in city affairs. We are at the paint that 
aldermen are demanded to efther bend 
the knee to corporate demands or be 
hounded and vilified. It is highwayism in 
city government. A self-constituted com- 
mittee under the leadership of the attorney 
of a corporation asking franchises from 
the city puts aldermen on notice through 
the public prints that they are going to 
have what they want, and that they (such 
aldermen) shall not stand in the way. 
Does the public realize the import of such 
a situation as confronts it in connection 
with this matter? It were far better that 
the city have no street railroads at all 
than the the public should tolerate and 
endure the shame of the situation that 
puts any alderman it may — to rep- 
resent it at the mercy of a cabal—a com- 


mittee—a conspiracy.

Gay, whose gon is 
now at the camp, has just returned from 
a visit to him and is enthusiastic in his 
praises of the camp and its management. 
He says that he never saw a happler or 
healthier crowd of boys’ and that the fare 
furnished them is elegant, while the 
whole cost of the two weeks’ out is 
$10. 

Captain Gay is greatly interested in the 
camp and in the plan for greatly inecreas- 
ing its usefulness. At the present time it 
is run entirely for boys, but if the plans 
which are now being considered are car- 
ried out it is thought that during next 
summer the camp wiil able to enter- 
tain several hundred young men.

CROP “ACCOUNTS ARE MIXED 

Cereals Closed Higher ‘in Chieago. 


Stocks at th: Close Were Irreg- 
ular and Feverish. 


New York. July 24.—The cotton market 
opened weak and down 4 to 8 points under a 


small stampede to sell out cotton purchased, 


from 20 to 30 points higher. A bad break in 
the July option, weak Liverpool cables, south- 
ern stlling oréers and reports of more rains 
in the southwest were the main factors upon 
which the depression was based Fearing that 
about al the weak long cotton had been dis- 
gorged since.the present downward mvvement 
set in, conservative traders were disposed to 
anticipate a natural reaction: in the immedi- 
ate future, and pufchased on weak spots af- 
ter the opening. The government chart in- 
dicated light to hard rains in southern Tex- 
as and in parts of the cotton belt, but the 
forecast poinied to clearing conditions pretty 
much over the entire western belt tonight and 
tomorrow. Crop accounts were mixed to such 
“NM exXtent that the trace was coniused as to 
the actual state of affairs on plantations. O/'i- 
cial reports ied to the belief that settled weath- 
€r has at last come to tne relief of the south 
Atlantic states. New York shipped j.. | 
bales to Burope today, making total ship- 
ments for three days close to 20,000 bales. 
Longs were cheered up somewhat in the ai- 
ternoon by the fact that the spot cotton 
market reports from the south failed to note 
declines expected by the bears following the 
severe drop in speculative markets. Near tue 
close nowever, the selling forced near months 
lower, but new crop months held close to last 
night's bids. The market was finally «sy, 
with: prices net unchanged to 8 points lower. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, La., July 24.—The market for 
Spot cotton was decidedly quiet today. The 
offerings are.fairly large ana the assortment 
measurably good, though some buyers claim 
to eXperience more or jess difficuly in secur- 
ing desired lists of the better grades, even at 
full prices. So far as ruling prices go, condi- 
tions appear to be very much mixed, some 
sales being reported at figures a bit lower than 
quotations, while cthers are undoubtedly made 
at very full values.

The declines of the past 
week more than discount the actual situation, 
admitting all the calamitous reports to be 
actually true, As a rule, reports are always 
alarmingly exaggerated, in the zealousness cof 
the bears to break the market as far as pcssi- 
ble in the pursuit of speculative profits. Ten 
years ago the destruction of a crop was 4 
far more serfoug matter for the crop carrying 
railways, and the reason ifs as follows: In 
those days the hauling of the crops comprised 
nearly 75 per cent of the roads’ traffic, while 
today the crop haul does not comprise 20 per 
cent. The upbuilding of the country and its 
increase of population offers the roads more 
diversified business. Today they are like a 
great department store in which one or two 
departments may not prove a money making 
success, yet the possible hundred odd other 
departments turned into the concern would 
prove large profits. As a proof of the follow- 
ing logic, we would call your attention to the 
fact that last year, with a decimated crop 
along its lines, Northern Pacific made for the 
year the greatest earnings in its history and 
steadily advanced from below 50 to above 125 
without covering. A good many people sold 
their Northern Pacific below 50, while others 
went short owing to crop failure, Farmers 
have considerable old corn on hand, and with 
what they succeed in harvesting this year they 
won't be so badly off financially when they 
realize large prices for same. Stocks have had 
a large decline, are now cheap and they who 
buy them to hold are certain to reap their re-

New York, July 24.—Liverpool broke sharp- 
ly after yesterday’s decline here, and the mar- 
ket touched low point of the week for all 
options.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 24.—The dullness and the 
feeble fluctuations in prices in today’s stock 
market reflected the flagging of speculative 
interest which is usual after an active spec- 
ulative movement has expended itself and has 
been followed by reaction. By this morning 
the fact had become quite obvious that yes- 
terday’s violent recovery in the prices of stocks 
had been principally based on the relapse in 
the grain markets, rather than on any actual 
news from the grain crops. The consequence 
of this revised view of yesterday's movement 
was some renewed misgivings lest yesterday's 
reported benefit from rains had been over- 
stated. These misgivings were accentuated by 
published estimates from exhaustive inquiry 
showing heavy damage already inflicted upon 
the corn crop, The sharp opening declines, 
however, met considerable effective support 
and substantial rallies followed. The weak- 
ness was again renewed in the stock market 
when the grain markets opened and showed 
notable strength both for corn and wheat, the 
resulting declines in stocks exceeding those at 
the opening, and extending from the grangers 
in to other portions of the railroad list. The 
tendency of stocks to rally from declines show- 
ed the growth of a feeling among the specu- 
lators that, even conceding substantial damage 
to the corn crop, the decline already effected 
in prices of stocks has fairly discounted this 
damage, Another party argues that prices of 
stocks are still unduly high compared with 
previous years, notwithstanding the wide de- 
clines that have occurred from the year's 
high level. Thus there is room afforded for 
two mone ar amy parties in the speculation, and 
the irregular fluctuations in prices which con- 
stitute what is called a traders’ market. Money 
market considerations again loom into some 
prominénce as a factor in the activity of spec- 
ulation, It is realized that the heavy liquida- 
tion in stocks of the last few wecks had in 
view preparation to meet the crop inoving re- 
quirements and not renewed speculation. The 
transfer of funds from New York through de- 
posits oat the sub-treasury is the signal that 
crop requirements have begun. The necessity 
must thus be recognized of adjusting specula- 
tive demands upon the money market to this 
prior and more urgent requirement. The lack 
of definite conviction regarding the outlook 
was evident from the confused and Ifrregular 
movement of prices. An attempt was evident 
to lead an upward movement by bidding up 
Union Pacific and the Wabashes, and there 
was some show of firmness amongst the south- 
ern railroads and seaboard soft coal carriers. 
But the market yielded at the last to renewed 
weakness when the room traders attempted 
to take their profits and the lowest prices 
for the Grangers and Pacifics were made 
slightly before the close, which was feverish 
and irregular. At the lowest the declines 
were: Missouri Pacific 3%; St, Paul 3%; 
Union Pacific 3%: Atchison 2%; Kansas and 
Texas preferred 2%, whilé in the list declines

Chicago, July 20.—The country has contin- 
ued the present week to struggle and break 
if possible the strained conditions which have 
proved so disastrous in some areas to the crop 
and are still threatening to involve others. 
The trade has about made up its mind that 
the ‘‘goose is cooked’’ in the southwest so far 
as the corn crop is concerned, and no matter 
what weather may come from now on it will 
affect results very little. 

The rea] truth is that there has not-.a 
rain fallen since the Ist of July which has 
mitigated or relieved the growing crop of corn 
in Kansas and Missouri. 

So let us give up worrying or trying to make 
out elther for better or worse what has been 
done in Kansas and Missouri, 

We rever should have seen such big receipts 
of hogs and cattle at this season of the year 
unless a disaster :f som2 kind had come over 
the crop and that is a fact of itself which 
goes clearly to show how great has been the 
loss. The situation in Illinois, Iowa and Ne- 
braska has not chanwed the present week for 
the better. I have contended al] along ther 
the prospects for corn in these states would 
have been much worse than they are today had 
it not been fcr the fact that corn was late. 
On the other hand had corn been in growth 
where it usually is at this time of the year we 
should not have made half acrop in these three 
states. It has not been the dry weather that 
has hurt ihe corn so much as the intense heat, 
withering and burning up all kinds of vege- 
tation. 

The country in the oats belt has enjoyed 
splendid weather ever since the harvest com- 
menced and the bulk of the crop will be in 
shock ty Saturday night. 

So far the thrashing returns tndicate a poor 
crop in quan*t‘ty and quality. Nothing more 
than you could expect when the oats have had 
to fight for their tife ever since they were put 
in the ground. Already a few new oats are 
on the market, but we are not threatened un- 
til che present crop tension ‘s relieved: with 
any heavy receipts of oats for thirty days 
at least. 

The vpring wheat crop has about held its 
own the present week ard will be fit to cut, 
the early varieties. in August. We have had 
splendid weather for finishing up the harvest 
of the lat» winter wheat and the crop still 
maintains its position as an excellent one in 
quantity ard very supericr in quality, Farm- 
ers are not selling as freely as was expected 
they would on the opening of harvest.

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AGYIVE LIBRARY WORK 


Popular Librarian Returns from 
Natienal Gathering, 


MARRIAGE OF MISS 
DANIELL AND MR. COOK 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Williamson 
Entertain a Party of Friends 
at Barbecue at Their 

Country Home—So- 
ciety Items. 


OT long since an Atlanta gentleman 
N who travels extensively returned 

home from cne of his trips, ana in 
a gathering of his friends at the Country 
Club suggested a new drink, which he 
declared was harmiess. He began to 
mention the ingredients, which included 
imported club soda, imported ginger ale, 
the finest cut sugar, the best lemons, 
and before he got through it was esti- 
mated that ‘the drink he proposed would 
cost about 75 cents. 

“There you are with your extravagant 
rotions, John,’’ said one of his © com- 
panions. ‘Every time you come back you 
bring some new-fanglei idea that costs 
money.” 

“Yes, I may do that,”’ replied John. 
“tut I notice everybody takes to it, and 
that you ere enjoying the drink.” 

This incident occurs to the writer, af- 
ter an interview with Miss Anne Wallace, 
librarian of the Carnegie Nbrary, who 
returned ‘yesterday morning from a tour 
through the northwest. Miss Wallace 
travels extensively, and always comes 
home with some progressive plan 
that she never rests until she 
sees it carried out. The ‘powers 
that be” (frequently shake _ their 
heads, and regard as {mpossible or be- 
yond their means what her lest trip sug- 
gests, but in the en.] everybody sees thai 
it Is just the right -hing, just what the 
city needs, ani Miss Wallace goes mod- 
estly on in the even tenor of her ways. 
It was after one of hertrips toa national 
library association that she decided At- 
lanta must have a larger library, when 
shortly afterwards the Carnegie offer was 
made It Was after another trip she 
made thet she decided more money was 
reeded, and the more money came; e0 
‘that with Miss Wallace’s annual trips 
may be expected that Atlanta will 
very soon have One of the finest and best 
‘equipped libraries in the country. 

“No, I can’t tell you what my plans 
are since this last trip,” said Miss Wal- 
lace laughingly yesterday,’’ but I can tell 
you many interesting things pertaining 
to the twenty-third annual meeting and 
excursion of the American Library Asgo- 
ciation, which was held this year at 
Wakesha, Wis. There were in attendance 
about 450 members, consisting of trustees, 
iMbrariens and assistants, «nd, although 
the attendance was drawn from the mid- 
Cle west, nearly every state in the union 
was represented. The programmes were 
interesting, atd filled three sessions a 
day. One evening’s mecting was given 
up to a display of library architecture of 
recent.years by means of a stereopticon.” 

Miss Wallace expressed herself as de- 
Nghted with a day spent at Madison, 
Wis., the guest of the university and of 
the state historical society. 

“It is a cherming town, in the midst of 
the lake country, with beautiful hills and 
‘fine drives for miles about the city. The 
library buflding cost nearly a millien dol- 
lars, and is very stately and -impressive. 
The city seemed to embody all the ad- 
vantages of the country, with its beau- 
tiful farms, and all of the advantages 
of an educational center. The four lakes 
about Madison are beautiful in the sum- 
mer, and offer rare sport in the winter, 
when the iceships are the most popular 
diversion, and the students acquire great 
skill in handling them. 

“We also visited the great libraries of 
Chicvego end Milwaukee. The public li- 
Lrary of Chicago circulates over a million 
\clumes a year, and the city is also well 
provided with reference libraries, the 
Newberry and the John Crevar both be- 
ing well. endowed. The John Crevar 
Ifheary will occupy permanent quarters 
on the lake front, where a new building 
will be erected. 

“The Milwaukee library is one of the 
finest in the west, and is handsomely 
housed in an ornate building of brow2 
stone, which is large enough to hold an 
ex-ensive museum. 

“From Milwaukee we went by lake to 
Detroit, stopping for a half a day at the 
island of Macinac, which is both pic- 
turesque and histofical. One sees here the 
old block houses and fortifications used 
during the French and Indian wars. 

“We stopped long enough in Detroit 
to visit the library and to attend a 
meeting of the Nanitonal Educational 
Association.” 

Miss Wallace here referred to fhe do- 
nation recently made to Detroit by Mr. 
Carnegie of $750,000 for a new. library 
building. 

' In further reference to her trip she 
mentioned a trip across Lake Erie to 
Cleveland, where a stop was made t 

the public library now occupying quar- 
ters there, and aiso a trip to two gr three 
branch libraries, all modern and wef] 
equipped. 

“The branch library,” said Miss Wal- 
lace, “is solving many problems in the 
large cities where distances are so great 
that it is impossible for people to come 
to the main library for books. The 
branch or neighborhood library is cosy 
and convenient and fills nearly all de- 
mands for books. 

“The main library at Buffalo is not a 
Rew building, but is admirably adapted 
for library purposes, being a fine com- 
bination of open shelves and the stack 
system. This library has an annual ap- 
propriation of $70,000.’ 

In speaking of library work in general 
Miss Wallace observed that it was ac- 
. tive in every section of the country and 
that no form of public education seems 
as popular. 

‘*“The larger towns are increasing their 
annual appropriations to sums that seem 
colossal to us in tse south,” she said, 
“‘where the public library is only making 
a beginning. It is gratifying td see how 
interested other sections are in our 
progress here in the south and Atlanta

INDORSEMENTS RECEIVED 


Hederation To Give Girl a Home in 
Case She Is Pardoned: 


HEARING IS SET FOR WEXT WEEK 


The Appeal for Pardon of Dolly 
Pritchett Will Be a Strong and 
Earnest One. 


The first formal application for the 
pardon of: Dolly Pritchett was filed yes- 
terday with the state prison commission 
by Attorney Van Batchelor, represent- 
ing the Georgia Federation of Woman's 
| Clubs. The movement to secure the par- 
don of the youthful infanticide, which 
has taken shape in the formal applica- 
tion, is regarded from every standpoint 
as one of the strongest ever presented 
to the prison commission. The applica- 
tion is indorsed by the trial jury, the 
grand jury which brought the indictment 
and also the coroner’s jury which return- 
ed the first verdict in the case. Accom- 
panying this strong petition ts the sig- 
nature of the solicitor general of the su- 
perior court, Tom Hutchison, and that 
of the congressman representing the 
ninth district. 

A strong feature of the petition is the 
assurance given by the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Woman's Clubsthatin case Dolly 
Pritchett is pardoned the . organization 
will provide her with a home of moral 
and elevating surroundings. 

The crime for which Doll Pritchett is 
now serving a life term at the prison 
farm near Milledgeville is one that at- 
tracted a great deal of attention at the 
time of the young woman's trial. It ap- 
pears, although the jury returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, that the facts did not all 
bear out the theory that Dolly Pritchett 
had committed infanticide. The point 
greatly stressed in the application for 
pardon is that at the time of the crime. 
Dolly Pritchett was nothing more than a 
girl, with no conception of the wrong she 
may have committed. 

Hearing Next Week. 

The prison commission will take up the 
consideration of the case one day next 
week and as considerable interest has 
been manifested in the fate of Dolly 
Pritchett, there will no doubt be a large 
audience at the hearing. That the appli- 
cation has been presented in as strong a 
Shape as it has been is due largely to the 
untiring efforts of the Georgia Federation 
of Woman’s Clubs, the members of which 
oo been active in Dolly Pritchett’s be- 

a 

The action of the prison commission 
and of Governor Candler cannot be sur- 
mised. The tendency of the commission's 
decisions has been to let the verdicts of 
juries alone, but as this case is regarded 
as an exceptional one, there i8 much hope 
that the action will be. favorable. 

The case will be presented orally to the 
commission by Attorneys Shepard Bryan, 
W. A. Teasley and Van Astor Batchelor.
